FOREIGN SECRETARY SPEAKS IN UN DISARMAMENT COMMITTEE 
Dhaka THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 4 Nov 82 p 1 


[Text] New York, Nov 3--Bangladesh has expressed grave concern at the 
rising expenditure on arms race throughout the world and pleaded that the 
colossal financial and other resources which are being spent for armaments 
should be directed to eliminate world poverty, reports BSS. 


This was stated by Foreign Secretary Mr A.H.S. Ataul Karim in a statement 
at the First Committee on disarmament and international security here 


yesterday. 


The Foreign Secretary also expressed Bangladesh's strict adherence to the 
principles and purposes of the UN Charter and her total commitment to the 
concept of general and complete disarmament. He said that the escalated 
arms race and the feverish accumulation of the mst sophisticated and lethal 
weapons in the arsenals of the two super-powers and other militarily signi- 
ficant states have not only threatened international peace and security but 
also the very existence of mankind. 





Mr Karim who arrived here a few days ago to participate in the current UN 
General Assembly session said that Bangladesh's commitment to the cause of 
general and complete disarmament is firm and total and her participation 
at the highest level at the second special session of the UN General 
Assembly demonstrated the importance Bangladesh attaches to the question 
of disarmament and international security. 


The Foreign Secretary also quoted from the address of Chief Martial Law 
Administrator Lt General H.M. Ershad delivered at the second special 
session and said Bangladesh believes that there is close relation between 
disarmament and development and that peace is meaningless if it not 
accompanied by development. 


Referring to the role played by Bangladesh as the Chairman of the coordina- 
tion group on disarmament and development the Foreign Secretary said that 
as the Chairman of the Group of 77 and as a member of the group of the 
Least Developed Countries, Bangladesh would continue to make efforts 
towards de-escalation of an arms race and optimum utilisation of available 
resources for social and economic development of the developing countries. 








Mr Karim also referred to Bangladesh's proposal for creation of a regional 
cooperation forum and his country's existing friendly relations with the 


countries of this region. 


The Foreign Secretary called for giving priority consideration to the 
complete prohibition on use and threat of use of force as a means of settling 
disputes. He said efforts should also be undertaken to ensure that all 
states would refrain from testing of nuclear weapons pending the conclusion 
of the Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty (CTBT). Simultaneously there should 
be a total freeze on the production, deployment, research and development 

of nuclear weapons and their delivery systems, he added,

FOREIGN SECRETARY MEETS WITH UN SECRETARY GENERAL

[Text] New York, Nov 7--Foreign Secretary Mr A.H.M, Ataul Karim met the 
United Nations Secretary General Mr Javier de Cuellar at the UN headquarters 
here on Thursday, reports BSS. 


He was accompanied by Lt Gen (Retd) Khawaja Wasiuddin, Permanent Representa- 
tive of Bangladesh to the United Nations. 


His meeting was cordial and touched issues of regional and international 
concern. They also discussed the major items on the agenda of the ongoing 
37th session of the UN General Asseably. 


The Foreign Secretary reiterated Bangladesh's commitment to the principles 
and objectives of the United Nations charter and to the development of 
friendly relations with all countries. He also briefed the Secretary 
General on the efforts being made by the Government of Bangladesh in this 
regard. Mr Karim also emphasised Bangladesh's total support to the estab- 
lishment of the New International Economic Order based on equity and justice. 


He said that as the current chairman of the Group of 77 Bargladesh would 
continue its determined efforts in cooperation with other developing coun- 
tries to attain this objective. The Secretary General expressed great 
appreciation for the role played by Bangladesh in the United Nations as well 
as other international forums and said that Bangladesh's participation in 
various international gatherings have made positive and constructive contribu- 
tions. He also recalled the very important statement made by the CMIA Lt 

Gen H.M, Ershad during the special session on disarmament in June. He 
extended all cooperation of the UN's system to the Government of Bangladesh. 


Mr Karim also met Mr Imre Hollai, President of the current session of the 
General Assembly and Deputy Foreign Minister of Hungary at the UN headquar- 
ters. They discussed, among other things, the work of the ongoing session 
and issues of global interest, 


He also met with the permanent representatives of the six South Asian coun- 
tries at the Bangladesh mission in New York ani discussed developments 
relating to South Asian regional cooperation, He addressed the disarmament 
committee of the General Assembly during its general debate on disarmament 
issues during his stay in New York,

BANGLADESH DELEGATES SPEAK FOR GROUP OF 77 
Sobhan In Economic Committee 
Dhaka THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 4 Nov 82 pp 1, 12 


[Text] New York, Nov 3--The Chairman of the Deputy Perm and Bangladesh 
Deputy Permanent representative at the United Nations, Mr Farooq Sobhan 
has focused attention of the world community to the deteriorating economic 
condition of the developing countries, reports BSS. 


In a statement on behalf of the Group of 77 before the Second Committee 

of the General Assembly on Development and International Economic Coopera- 
tion on Monday he said that the developing countries have experienced the 
sharpest decelerction of economic growth in a situation of widespread slow- 
down of economic activities during 1981. 


Giving some examples, Ambassador Farooq Sobhan said that for the first 

time since the late 1950s there was an actual fall in the developing 
countries’ per capita GDP, The relative prices of their primary commodities 
had fallen to the lowest post-war level, Foreign indebtedness surpassed 
five hundred billion dollars and annual service payments alone rose well 
over the current financial flows to the developing countries. He regretted 
the fact that official development assistance had decreased by four percent 
in real terms. In such a situation no single country can alone act as the 
engine of growth,” he said, 


Ambassador Sobhan reiterated the call on the G-77 Ministers for the immediate 
launching of che global negotiations for international economic cooperation. 
It was now time for the developed countries to respond to the flexibility 
and understanding shown by the developing countries on the matter, he said, 


Resolution on Year of Homeless

[Text] United Nations, Nov 7--Bangladesh Chairman of the Group of 77 
(developing countries) on Saturday introduced a draft resolution that would 


have the General Assembly proclaim 1987 as the International Year for the 
Homeless, reports IIMA, 








Introducing the text in the Assembly's Economic and Financial Committee, 
Mr Anwarul Karim Dhowdhury said the G-77 considered the proclamation of the 
year, dedicated to the problems of million of homeless people throughout 
the world to be of great importance. 


Under it, the assembly would decide that the objective of activities before 
and during the year would be to “improve the shelter and neighbourhoods of 
some of the poor and disadvantaged by 1987, particularly in the developing 
countries, according to national priorities, and to demonstrate by the year 
2000 ways and means of improving the shelter and neighbourhoods of the poor 
and disadvantaged." 


It would also decide that special assistance would be given during the year 
and its preparations to the following: 


--Securing renewed political commitment by the international commmity to 
the improvement of the shelter and neighbourhoods of the poor and disadvan- 
taged and to the provision of shelter for the homeless, particularly in the 
developing countries, as a matter of priority. 


--Consolidating the sharing all new and existing knowledge and relevant 
experience gained since the 1976 United Nations conference on Human Settle- 
ments (HABITAT) in order to provide a full range of tested and practical 
alternatives for the improvernent and provision of shelter. 


Developing and demonstrating new approaches and methods to assist directly 
and to augment the present effort of the homeless poor and disadvantaged to 
secure their own shelter and in order to provide a basis for new national 
policies and strategies for improving this shelter by the year 2000, and 
exchanging experience and providing support among countries to meet the 
objectives of the year, 


The draft is expected to come up for a vote sometime next week,

REPORT ON ERSHAD SPEECH TO COOPERATORS' MEETING 


Firm on People's Democracy 


Dhaka THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 7 Nov 82 pp 1, 16 


[Text] The Chief Martial Law Administrator Lt Gen H.M. Ershad on Saturday 
reiterated his Government's commitment to introduce ‘people's democracy' 
and reach the fruits of the liberation to every doorstep. He declared that 
the foundation of his promised ‘genuine democracy’ would be laid today 
(Sunday) with the launching of the administrative decentralisation 
programme with thana as the basic unit. 


Addressing the llth grand National Convention of thousands of cooperators 

at Shilpakala Academy premises, the CMIA announced that the election to the 
Thana Parishads would be held any time after August next year, He said 

that Thana Parishads would be reposed with all responsibilities of develop- 
ment activities and he stressed the need for election of honest and dedicated 
people to these basic units of administration, 


The CMIA reiterated that he and his colleagues would restore democracy for 
the people and rural Bangladesh, 


"I have witnessed the evolution and killing of democracy and the nation has 
seen One party democracy dictatorship in the name of democracy and how the 
parliament was made a rubber stamp," he said, After more than a decade of 
the liberation of the country, he announced, "I shall give the democracy 
what the people wanted for a long time," 


Overemphasising the importance of cooperative movement as the means to get 
rid of poverty and exploitation, the CMIA told the cooperators, "I have no 
political party, you are my people who will tell the countrymen about the 
policies of my government." He expressed his firm conviction that the 
cooperators would be able to achieve the national objectives through their 
devotion and hard labour, "You are the heart beat of the rural Bangla and 
the symbol of equality, unity and mutual cooperation," he told the coopera- 
tors. 














The CMIA declared that the Government would recast the present cooperative 
system and the role of the cooperators would be clearly identified in the 
national development programme, He warned that under the new cooperative 
system there would be no room for corruption and if required the cooperative 
laws would be amended to weed out the corrupt elements from the cooperative 
movement. He urged the cooperators to take a fresh vow in the name of the 
Almighty to improve the lot of the toiling people. 


In his 35-minute speech the CMIA outline the policies of his government 
and referred to its implementation, He reminded all of the situation that 
prevailed before he had to take over the responsibility of the government 
seven months back. There was rampant corruption, anarchy and indiscipline 
pervaded the whole society and the people were forced to starve during that 
period, he recalled, "I had to take over charge under the circumstances to 
save the nation,” he said, 


The CMIA said that the legacy of the wrong policies of the past regime was 
responsible for the present eonnomic crisis, He observed that his Govern- 
ment had been trying to identify the problems and correct the past wrongs. 
The problems were huge and those could not be solved overnight, he said. 
He claimed that there was no price hike during the seven months rule of his 
government. Only the price of rice registered a rise by taka one per seer, 
but his Government had taken enough measures to stabilise the price of all 
essential items, he said, He warned the unscrupulous businessmen who try 
to raise the price at the cost of the poor. 


Referring to the achievements of his Government the CMIA said that during 
the seven months rule it had done many things which the previous govern- 
ments could not do in 11 years. He mentioned about the programmes his 

government had already undertaken for the improvement of administration, 
economy, education, judiciary, agriculture, industry and family planning. 


The CMIA said that the number of ministries had been reduced to only 17 
from 47 and the number of foreign missions were reduced to avoid the 
unnecessary expenditures. Measures had also been taken, he added, to 
improve the efficiency of the administration instead of a top heavy adminis- 
trative system, He mentioned about the fiscal measures undertaken to 
rejuvenate the sagging economy of the country. 


The CMIA said that his Government had given top priority to the agriculture 
sector and 40 percent of the ADP was earmarked for it. He stressed the 
need for achieving self-sufficiency in food and assured that the peasants 
would be provided with agricultural inputs to raise the farm output. He 
said that to give impetus to peasants the disbursement of agriculture loan 
had been simplified and the compound interest system on such loans had 
been waived, He announced that his Government ould introduce land reforms 
on the basis of the recommendation of the land reforms committee. He, 
however, assured all that his government had no intention to take away the 
land from its owners, But, he asserted that the man behind the plough who 
had been toiling hard to produce the crop must be provided with security 
of life and food, 





For the development of industries, the CMIA said that his Government had 
already announced an industrial policy under which all industries except 
the basic and heavy ones have been opened to private sector, nationalised 
industrial units are being disinvested and the local industries have been 
given protection. He said that he wanted to see a healthy competition 
between the public and private sectors. He urged the private investors 
and entrepreneurs to accept the challenge to develop the private sector and 
prove their efficiency. 


Elections in 1983

NEW THANA ADMINISTRATIVE SYSTEM COMES INTO FORCE

[Text] A new administrative system with thana working as the nerve centre 
of all development activities will come into force from today (Sunday) 
replacing one which was introduced over 200 years ago. 


The idea of a new administrative system was mooted several times in the 
past but was never translated into reality. The present Government under 
the leadership of CMIA Lt Gen H.M. Ershad deemed it imperative to push the 
administrative units down to thana level for the overall national g~owth. 
The present Government made a pledge to the nation and has redeemed it, 
In the first phase 45 upgraded thanas will start functioning from today. 
In the second phase 55 more thanas will be taken up for upgradation, The 
second phase will be completed by December 16, 





Chief Martial Law Administrator Lt Gen H.M. Ershad will personally visit 

six upgraded thanas today to mark the inauguration of the system that is 
aimed at bringing about definite socio-economic changes in the country. 
President Ahsanuddin Choudhury will be present at the Gobindagani Thana 
under Rangpur district to signal the beginning of a new era in the country. 
The Deputy Chief Martial Law Administrators and the Ministers will be present 
at some upgraded Thanas for their inauguration. 


The division-wise breakdown of the 45 upgraded thanas are: 11 thanas in 
Dhaka Division, 10 thanas in Khulna Division, 1] thanas in Raishahi Division 
and 13 thanas in Chittagong Division.

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MINISTER DESCRIBES NEW INDUSTRIAL POLICY

[Text] With the change of Government in the country, it was decided to 
formulate and announce a New Industrial Policy providing for a new dimension 
and greater thrust to industrialisation of Bangladesh which is an essential 
policy goal because it is difficult to envisage a sustained growth in the 
well-being of the nation's more than 90 million people without it. Agricul- 
ture can employ only a small fraction of the rapidly growing labour force; 
and even the most optimistic projections of world markets for primary 
commodities suggest that these exports will finance a declining proportion 
of a rising import bill. 



























It is well-known that with the emergence of Bangladesh and the nationalisa- 
tion of all the major industrial activities, the private sector had been 
relegated to the background, The first major change in industrial policy 
came in December 1975 when the urge for the Government first felt the private 
sector to come forward and play a greater and effective role in the economic 
growth and development of the country and since then a series of further 
important policy measures had been taken to realize the private sector 
potential in industrialisation, but all these did not prove adequate to 
achieve the desired result. The New Industrial Policy announced in June 
1982 reflects the strong desire on the part of the new Government to achieve 
this objective in its totality. 


The salient festures of the New Industrial Policy have been discussed at 
length at various £-rums, I would only touch upon briefly some of the 
objectives and specific measures that we have taken so far for their 
implementation, The New Industrial Policy (NIP) does not only aim at 
simplifying and streamlining the procedural formalities for obtaining 
approval of investment proposals but also gives due emphasis on providing 
the required protection to our indigenous industries that they have now 
started getting in the form of tariff and non-tariff concessions with the 
result that there would be expected boost in the internal production of some 
of the major consumer items in the country. In addition to the attainment 
of the above objectives it has now also been a declared policy of the 
Government to expand the manufacturing base with increased participation 





of the private sector and to confine the public sector agencies to basic, 
heavy and strategic industries, While under the new policy, the Government 
will make every endeavour to improve the operating efficiency and profit- 
ability of public sector industries by toing up management, cutting down 
overheads, reducing wastage and loss, there will be substantial effort to 
encourage private sector investment to promote not only industries for the 
consumer market of 90 million population but also export oriented industries 
and import substitution ones and to encourage industries to move away 
progressively from ‘assembling’ to intermediate and basic manufactures. 


We can observe today that the process that we have already started in 
pursuance of the NIP in transferring the jute and textile mills to their 
former Bangladeshi sponsors will go a long way to create a favourable 
investment climate and restore the confidence in the minds of prospective 
entrepreneurs. Despite doubts expressed in certain quarters we have 
successfully to the satisfaction of all concerned worked out the modus 
operandi for return of the jute and textile mills. The proposed return 
of these mills and the disinvestment programme that is currently under 
implementation is the reflection of the Government's strong desire to 
repose great confidence in the private sector, 


In pursuance of the New Industrial Policy Government have already taken 
some very important and specific steps in various directions. A more 
flexible Industrial Investment Schedule covering the period 1982-85 and 
envisaging an investment outlay of about Tk 1400 crore has been prepared 
and is going to be made public soon, The list of ‘Free Sector’ has been 
expanded from 22 to 49 where no prior permission of Government will be 
required for setting up industries provided the capital machineries and 
raw materials would be imported by the sponsors out of their own resources, 
The development financing institutions are being reactivated and a time 
frame has been given to each of them for processing of sanction and dis- 
bursement of loans. In order to facilitate speedy sanction of investment 
proposals, the sanctioning powers of BSB and BSRS and that of the Director- 
General of Industries have been enhanced. Likewise, regional offices of 
BSB and BSRS, BKB, BSCIC and commercial banks have been authorised to 
sanction projects up to certain prescribed limit, Debt servicing liability 
of the enterprises are under examination and scrutiny for rescheduling on 
a more liberal basis to mitigate the genuine difficulties of the borrowers. 
Apart from giving the benefit of tax holiday, import license fee for 
capital machineries and spares for industries to be located in ‘less 
developed areas’ as defined in the NIP has been abolished. As an added 
incentive to the export-oriented industries a system of notional payment 
of import duty and sales tax is being introduced, This will enable the 
entrepreneurs to import raw materials for manufacturing export products 
without physically blocking their funds with the tax receiving agencies, 

A suitable mechanism for absorbing the burden of adverse fluctuations in 
the exchange rate is being worked out to give relief to the borrowers. 
Besides, the existing power rates are under review and efforts will be made 
to so restructure them that higher consumption does not act as a disincen- 
tive to production, 





In order to cause less harassment to the potential investors by sparing them 
the trouble to move from pillar to the post, an investment Assistance Unit 
has been recently established in the Department of Industries. The main idea 
behind this is to provide a ‘One Stop Service’ to the entrepreneurs. The 
Unit will provide necessary information and services to the investors in 

the matter of all pre and post sanction formalities. A committee constituted 
with representatives of agencies concerned will meet every fortnight and 
take action in respect of processing of project proposals, land allotment, 
arrangement of power/gas, issuing of ad hoc license for raw material import, 
authorisation for capital issues, etc. The work of this committee will be 
supervised and monitored by the High Powered Facilities Board. The insti- 
tution of ‘One Stop Service’ will fulfil a long felt need of the local entre- 
preneurs as well as of the potential foreign investors. 


A few words, I think, on foreign investment will be in order. As has been 
declared in the NIP, foreign private investment will continue to receive a 
high priority and due consideration. The sectors and areas where foreign 
investment would be welcome has been clearly spelt out in the Niv and we 
have adopted a comprehensive set of policies to encourage and promote 
private foreign investment. Government fully recognises that at this stage 
of economic development when we are in desperate need for investment 
resources, a considerable inflow of private foreign investment is essential 
to accelerate the pace of indu.trialisation of the country. While it 
realises that the road aheadwill not be that smooth, the Government, none- 
theless, is eager to do everything within its control to streamline the 
procedures for speedy clearance of foreign investment proposals inciuding 
joint ventures, We do realise that attracting foreign investors could be 

a slow and painful process, We also appreciate that aost of our local 
entrepreneurs who are now contemplating to set up industries in joint ven- 
tures with foreign partners are the first generation products in this line. 
Considering all these factors, Government has adopted under the NIP the 
philosophy of flexibility in respect of foreign investment. To eliminate 
the scope for complaints heard in the past when foreign entrepreneurs willing 
to invest in Bangladesh got entangled in various kinds of bureaucratic red- 
tapism, the Chief Martial Law Administrator has set up a Cell directly 
under his control to expedite the process of sanction to all foreign invest- 
ment cases. All proposals for foreign investment are now being directly 
received in the office of the Minister for Industries and Commerce in the 
first instance. After necessary appraisal the proposals will be sent to 
the Cell for final approval of the CMIA, 


Recently, while I had to go to the non-aligned and the Group of 77 meeting 
as leader of the Bangladesh delegation, 1 seized the opportunity to talk 
to a large number of US and European entrepreneurs about their reaction 
to our NIP and about their coming to invert in Bangladesh, I noticed that 
the NIP has created a favourable impact, 


While remaining open to any constructive suggestion with regard to further 
improvement of the investment climate , Government sincerely hopes that the 
potential investors both at home and abroad will come forward and take full 
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ulvantage of the facilities we are offering. For achicving a coordinated 
approach to the implementation of the NIP, especially for establishing 
better coordination between Government's industrial policy and objects, 
import policy and tariff rates/taxes, a high level committee has been 
constituted to constantly review and monitor actions in this regard, 
Before I conclude I may only add that the objectives of the NIP are to 
be pursued with caution and pragmatism, These should not be pursued in 
isolation from the economic and political realities obtaining in the 
country.

MINISTER GIVES FOOD-FOR-WORK DISTRIBUTION STATISTICS 
Dhaka THE BACLADESH OBSERVER in English 10 Nov 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] A total of 4.7 crore maunds of foodgrains were involved in the 
execution of different projects covered under the Food-for-Work Programme 
(FWP) since November ‘75 till June ‘82. In monetary terms, this meant an 
involvement of Taka 547.5 crore with the valuation of foodgrains distributed 
under the programme being made at the rate of Taka 115 per maund on an 
average. 


Disclosing this in course of his informal meeting with newsmen, the Minister 
for Food Relief and Rehabilitation said on Tuesday in Dhaka that 16,300 
miles of road, 17,100 miles of embankments-cum-roads, 15,/)00 miles of irriga- 
tion and drainage channels and 1410 ponds were constructed excavated or 
built under the FWP during the period under review. He stated the physical 
progress of different projects so far under the FWP had been assessed and 
evaluated by the Government and the donor agencies. 


Air Vice-Marshal (Retd) A.G. Mahmud admitted that there were cases of 
corruption, pilferage and theft involving the allocations and use of food- 
grains under the FWP in the past. These were mainly due to mny built-in 
faults in the arrangement for FWP, he noted. Nonetheless, the physical 
performance of projects under FWP should be commended in view of the huge 
organisational efforts needed for execution of the projects, he felt, 


The Minister noted that concrete policy moves had been taken by the 
Government from the current financial year for the devolution of responsi- 
bilities for initiation and execution of FWP projects at the thana under 
the coordination of sub-divisional committees, 


A total number of 4500 projects will be covered under the FWP this year 


involving distribution of four lakh tons of foodgrains valued at Taka 160

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SECOND 5-YEAR PLAN REPORTED ‘DRASTICALLY' REDUCED 
Dhaka THE NEW NATION in English 6 Nov 82 pp 1, 8 
[Article by Hasan Abul Quashem] 


(Text) The Second Five-Year Plan (1980-85) has been finalised by the 
Planning Commission slashing drastically the size envisaged in the draft 
plan but keeping intact the min thrust. 


The revised draft plan with a total outlay of nearly Tk 10 thousand crore 
is likely to be submitted on Monday to the Chief Masgtial Law Administrator 
when he visits the Planning Commission, 


The Plan outlaying Tk 25,595 crore was launched in July 1980 in its draft 
shape. It could not be finalised so far to provide the necessary guidance 
for steering the ship of our economy. 


Out of the revised size of Tk, 10,000 crore, nearly 60 percent of the total 
plan resources would be provided from the domestic resources and the 
remaining portions are proposed to be financed by net inflow of external 
resources, But in the draft text gross investwent of Tk. 20,010 crore 

was proposed to be financed by net inflow of external resources of Tk. 
13,880 crore and domestic savings of Tk. 6130 crore. The domestic 
resources of the draft plan was proposed to be required at Tk, 11,715 
crore, 


The strategy of plan however, remains the same, The min emphasis of the 
plan is again laid on overall development of agriculture, irrigation and 
energy. The plan seeks to reduce poverty through achieving rapid growth in 
agricultural production and productivity. The aim of giving priority to 
agriculture in the overall development strategy is to bring about an all- 
round improvement in the quality of rural life by encompassing both mterial 
and cultural development, 


The overall rate of growth of the revised plan is projected at 5 percent 
per annum instead of 7.2 percent in the draft plan which was vehement ly 
criticised by concerned circles as an overly ambitious target. One 

important assumption behind the fixation of the growth rate is that the 
population growth rate will remain constant. But in the draft plan the 
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planning Commission had opined chat anything short of a rate of growth of 
7 percent over the next decade will fail to make any significant change in 
our massive and endemic poverty. 


In view of the resource constraints, both internal and external, and also 
the unflattering development management potentials of the country, the 
Commission earlier had carried out another mid-term exercise of the plan. 
During this exercise, the plan size was again cut down to Tk. 18,000 crore 
and accordingly the overall growth rate was fixed at 5 percent. The 
Commission had taken several steps for finalisation of the plan on several 
occasions. But due an inclement aid climate, the finalisation had to be 
delayed for long period, 





Though the Second Five-Year Plan was supposed to be launched from the 
expiry of First Five-Year Plan, it was delayed by two years in order to 
develop a substantive plan on solid foundations including improved quanti- 
tative knowledge to generate essential data for planning.

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FINANCE MINISTER ADDRESSES SEMINAR ON TRADE 
Dhaka THE NEW NATION in English 6 Nov 82 pp 1, 8 


(Text] Finance and Planning Minister A.M.A, Muhith yesterday said industry 
along with agriculture should be left to the private sector to play a 
dominant role in economic development while the Government should be 
engaged with the promotion of social services, 


"As the society is organised today and as its power structure is, the 
public sector should focus on rural development, population planning and 
building of social and physical infrastructures," he said while inaugurating 
a two-day seminar on "International Trade and Economic Development" in 
Dhaka, 


The Minister told the seminar: “directly productive activities like 
agriculture and industry require government support rather than control, 
direction rather than ownership, innovation of free enterprise rather than 
conformity of bureaucracy.” 


Spelling out the major economic policies of the present administration, Mr 
Muhith said, “we have not been guided by any doctrinaire approach. The 
compulsion of our circumstances is rapid amelioration of poverty. We 

have to strive for simult/neous growth in production and equitable distribu- 
tion of increased wealth," 


Organised by Bangladesh Economic Association (BFA) at the Bangladesh Agricul- 
tural Research Council auditorium, the inaugural function of the seminar was 
chaired by the President of the BEA, Prof M. Akhlakur Rahman. It is being 
attended by over 100 economists including two from India and one from 
Thailand, 


Two academic sessions were held yesterday under the chairmanship of Dr A.H. 
Shahadatullah, Member, Planning Commission and Prof A.F.M. Hussain. The 
topic of discussion in the morning session was “Export-oriented Growth" whiie 
the discussion in the afternoon was held on “Export Processing Zones." 


The Finance Minister said the performance so far achieved is a mixed one-- 

we have successes and failures in both the public an? private sectors. With 
renewed dedication, he asid, the economy had to be moved forward, productive 
efficiency improved, skiils and technology upgraded and investment accelerated, 
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Admitting the failure of the Nationalisation Policy, he said the nationalised 
units in the industrial sector incurred huge losses which amounted to about 

a billion taka in 10 years. Most of these losses were met by money creation 
which imposed a disguised tax on the fixed-income groups, the unemployed 

and the rural poor. 


He said the basic fault in the national planning in the past had been lack 
of consistency and realism in the sursuit of economic policies. We 
extolled the virtue of rural development and self-sufficiency in food 
production but we failed to undertake investments that would contribute 

to rural or agricultural growth, he said. 


"We spoke of hard decisions but planned in a grandiose manner much beyond 
our means. As a result, in spite of substantial development outlay we are 
barely maintaining the availability of goods and services at a constant 
level for our growing population. Of course, in the bargain, the poor are 
becoming poorer while a few others are getting richer," he said, 


Explaining the current economic condi"ions in Bangladesh, Mr Muhith said, 
without the growth we simply cannot survive or maintain the fabric of the 
society. The demographic investment required in Bangladesh is about 8 
percent of the gross domestic product (GDP) whereas saving ration is only 
about for or five percent of the GDP." 


He said the structural problems affecting the development prospects were 
simply formidable and economic self-reliance realistically is a distant 
horizon. “Already absolute poverty rules supreme in the country," he said, 
adding that “there is a real threat of social upheaval through the dual 
explosion of population and expectations." 


The Minister said rapid economic development, therefore, was an unavoidable 
economic policy objective in Bangladesh. How to achieve this objective in 
conditions of population pressure that is threatening the carrying capacity 
of the country? Severe lack of capital assets, acute shortage of healthy 
and skilled manpower, limited ability to export goods and a difficult aid 
environment are indeed a nightmare for policymakers and planners. 


Referring to the trade, he said, essentially it has been in the private 
sector with a few public sector agencies playing a limited role. The 
government is committed to move it forward within the framework of public 
sharing of responsibilities. Various regulations and laws that are unduly 
restrictive are being adjusted in order to release the creative energies 
of the nation, 


The Minister said as per policy of the government, the public sector should 
not take up activities which can be better done in the private sector. Public 
sector should concentrate in areas where private capital is shy and there 
should be a competition between the two sectors on equal footing for scarce 
resources like credit, foreign exchinge and market. 
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Mr Muhith said major emphasis will continue to be on the development of the 
agriculture sector and added that the issucs of low productivity and food 
security have to be resolved through a frontal attack on the technological 
fixes on the one hand and organisational structure on the other. 


For longer term solution the structure of agriculture and rural setting 
have to be changed. He said that to cope with the problem of mounting 
rural unemployment, improvement in agricultural practices and investment in 
rural infrastructure are the major instruments, 





Mr Muhith said production, services and trade--all three activities together 
can make a dent in the rural scene. In this connection he pointed out 

that a streamlined credit system for both agriculture and other rural 
activities, organisation of the farmers and non-farming people and upgrada- 
tion of technology hold the key to the success of this development policy. 


Turning to the foreign trade, he said “the yawning trade gap is a matter 

for great concern. In the last two years, he said, we lost through deteriora- 
tion in the terms of trade approximately a billion dollars. The trade gap 

is about one and a half billion dollars a year and the receipt of aid has 
been around 1.2 billion dollars annually during the last three years. 


In order to overcome the situation, he said high priority has been attached 
to the expansion and diversification of export. The banking system has 
also been geared to support the export sector up ina big way. He, however, 
admitted that there are difficulties with shipping facilities but added 
that efforts are underway to improve the conditions. 


Welcoming the foreign investment the Finance Minister said, "We believe such 
investment will generate wealth, provide employment, bring improved technol- 
ogy and management style and contribute to export promotion.” Guarantees 
and other facilities for foreign investments have been amply provided, he 
added, 


On decentralisation of administration the Minister said our programme of 
devolution of government functions and responsibilities to district and 
thana levels is designed to provide the rural push in investment and 
improve efficiency of plans that encompasses vast masses such as family 
planning, primary education, rural works rural forestry and agricultural 
production, 


As regards foreign aid, he said we welcome aid that respects our priorities 
and choice of technology and contributes to higher production and better 
institution, But, he added, we like to see the optimal use of our own 
expertise and appropriate technology. We want voluntary operations to be 
in conformity with our priorities and with our vision of the society, he 
said, 


Referring to the family planning, he said it will continue to receive high 
priority in our programme. This is the greatest threat to the stability 

of Bangladesh, he said, and hoped that with the restructuring of the adminis- 
trative system and the development of local council, the effectiveness of 
family planning programmes will be increased in terms of project implementa- 
tion. 
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The Minister further said that che compulsory primary education will 
continue to be a goal of economic policy of the present government which, 


he said, is determined to improve the technological base of the economy 
by imparting technical training to the unemployed youth and schvool-going 


chi ldren.

DETAILS ON ASIAN DEVELOPMENT BANK LOAN FOR GAS PROJECTS 
Dhaka THE BANGLADESH OBSERVER in English 9 Nov 82 pp 1, 8 


[Text] An estimated 300 000 domestic gas consumers, more than 8,000 
commercial customers and nearly 1,000 industrial users will benefit froma 
gas transmission and distribution project in southeas ‘ern Bangladesh to 
be supported by a 45.6 million dollar concessional losn approved by the 
Asian Development Bank recently, according to a Press release of the bank, 
reports BSS. 


The project will enhance the development of natural gas--Bangladesh's 
major energy resource--enabling the country to save about 155 million 
dollars a year in foreign exchange by reducing its dependence on imported 
petroleum products which now absorb nearly 80 percent of export earnings. 


The southeast Bangladesh gas transmission and distribution project involves 
the tapping of two gas fields: the Titas field now being enlarged under 
the bank-financed natural gas development project and the Bakhrabad field 
being developed with other multilateral and bilateral assistance. 


In the Titas area, 92 kilometers of pipeline will be constructed to increase 
the capacity of the transmission and distribution system so that gas can 

be supplied at quantities and pressures required by existing and future 
users. A 16-inch diameter pipeline will run 50 KM from Titas to Narsinadi 
and a 16-inch diameter pipeline 42 KM from Narsingdi to Jovdevpur. 


In the Bakharabad component gas distribution networks and associated facil- 
ities will be built to serve industrial, commercial and domestic consumers 
in Chittagong and four nearby towns. 


Included will be 66 KM of smaller branch pipelines from the Bakhrabad, 
Chittagong gas transmission system to Comilla and Chandpur, 1,94 KM of 
feeder and service lines, pressure regulating and metering stations. 


The project also provides for construction, operation, maintenance and office 
equipment a total of 81 man-months of consulting services, overseas training 
of personnel in the government agencies that will implement the project. 


The executing agencies will be the Titas Gas Transmission and Distribution 
Company, Ltd and the Bakhrabad Gas System Ltd. 
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The bank's loan of 45.6 million dollars will finance the entire foreign 
exchange cost and part of the local currency cost of the total project 
cost of 78.8 million dollars, The remainder will be financed by the 
Titas Gas Company and the Bangladesh Government. 


The loan from the bank's special funds resources is repayable in 40 years 
plus a grace period of 10 years at a service charge of one percent a year.

OFFICIAL REPORTS GOOD RESPONSE TO SUMMIT INVITATION 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 16 Nov 82 p 1 


[Text] New Delhi, Nov 15--The non-aligned summit which begins here in the 
first week of March has attracted the greatest response and at least 68 

Heads of State and Government will personally attend it. The Prime Minister's 
invitations to the 97-member States have been welcomed by all and what is 
important is that the major non-aligned partners like Yugoslavia, Indonesia, 
Egypt, Iraq and a few others have high hopes about its outcome. India, as 

the last-minute host to the seventh summit, having stepps in after Baghdad 
withdrew its offer in the face of opposition from Iran, is looking forward 

to a fruitful conference, 


The Secretary in the External Affairs Ministry, Mr K. Natwar Singh, who 

has just returned from visits to Baghdad and Belgrade, has had useful dis- 
cussions with the leaders of the countries and it is hoped that they my have 
removed some of the misgivings about the direction which the movement had 
received during the three-year chairmanship of Cuba, 


Mr Natwar Singh had meetings in Belgrade with the Yugoslav Foreign Minister 
and other senior officials and he appeared to have been assured that the 
Yugoslavs were looking forward to the meeting. Indeed, the Yugoslavs had 
welcomed the choice of New Delhi as the host of the seventh summit. Though 
one of the founder-members of the movement, this will be the first time 
that India is hosting a summit, Of course, New Delhi did play host to the 
Foreign Ministers’ conference nearly two years ago. 


Iran, which was the first to suggest India as an alternative to Baghdad, 
after Iran and some of its supporters opposed a meeting in the Iraqi 
capital, has shown tremendous interest in making the New Delhi meeting a 
success. Mr Natwar Singh who met Iraqi leaders, including the Vice- 
President, who is the right-hand man of President Saddam Hussain, was told 
that they were hoping for concrete results to emerge in New Delhi. 


The sluggishness which had overtaken the movement for some time now needed 
to be shaken off and a positive direction given in decision-making. The 
Iranian refusal to heed the advice of the non-aligned Foreign Ministers was 
mentioned, Interestingly, Mr Natwar Singh has been assured of Iraq's 
readiness to give whatever logistic support New Delhi may need to mke the 
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conference click, This help should prove valuable since Iraq had been 


preparing for the summit for almost two years, whereas New Delhi has just 


six months. It is likely that some of the equipment acquired by the 
Iraqis will be transferred to New Delhi. 
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COMMUNIST PAPER REPORTS ON INDO-U.S. TALKS 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 17 Nov 82 pp 1, 7 


[Text] India and US have revived the long defunct practice of annual 
official-level exchange of views with the first round of talks held in New 
Delhi between a five-member Reagan Administration team and the senior offi- 
cials of the External Affairs Ministry. 


Observers have noted with curious interest the Reagan Administration decision 
to send Mr Lawrence S, Eagleburger as head of its delegation for he is, 
besides being an Under Secretary of State for Political Affairs the head of 

a newly-created special department allocated 500 million dollars to contain 
radicalism in developing countries. 


Mr Eagleburger had a wide-ranging series on talks with officials of the 
External Affairs Ministry and the Prime Minister's secretariat and also 
called on External Affairs Minister P.V. Narasimha Rao, 


Mr Eagleburger came to India after visiting Islamabad. 


Author of the ‘Eagleburger doctrine’ on destabilising revolutionary 
governments, the US Under Secretary of State was made head of the secret 
department created at a closed door meeting from 18 to 20 October in 
Washington, attended by top CIA officials and some defectors from socialist 
countries. Peports said the funds for the department are meant to be 
disbursed in target countries for creating strikes and vicil disturbances, 


Western newspapers had noted that it was the first time the State Department 
had officially sponsored a meeting to discuss ways of changing the structure 
of commumist countries and developing nations with a socialist ideology. 


An official spokesman of the External Affairs Ministry said the US team 
held “free and across the board discussions" with Indian officials led by 
External Affairs Secretary M, Rasgotra, Mr Eagleburger later called on 
Principal Secretary to the Prime Minister Dr P, Alexander. 


The spokesman said the two sides began with a detailed review of the West 
Asian situation and also on neighbouring countries including Nepal, Sri 
Lanka and Bangladesh. The talks were extensive on Pakistan. Mr Eagleburger 
gave his impressions of his Islamabad visit and on China. 
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While Mr Eagleburger gave the details of the US-China relations and his 
country’s views on the issue, the Indian team made it clear that the settle- 
ment of the border issue was the main point for normalisation of relations 
with China, 


The two delegations also discussed Afghanistan and then bilateral relations 
between India and the US. The talks were held without an agenda and will 
not be followed by any communique or document, 


Official-level annual exchange of views between the two countries were usual 
till the sixties when they were held at irregular intervals. These were not 
held at all for more than a decade, 


Such talks, but at a different level, were last held in 1979 during the 
Janata regime, The revival of the annual talks is understood to be a result 
of Mrs Indira Gandhi's recent visit to the US. 


In Tuesday's talks, the Indian side was led by Mr Rasgotra and included 
Indian Ambassador to United States K.R. Naryanan, Additional Secretary

(text] The Prime Minister, Mrs Indira Gandhi, approved before leaving for 
Moscow yesterday a jumbo executive for the Andhra Pradesh Congress (1) 
Committee consisting of as many as 96 members, of the largest ever of the 
chequered history of this troubled State. 


Apart from the PCC (I) president, Mr G. Venkataswamy, the executive consist 
of 12 vice-presidents, 11 general secretaries, 11 secretaries, a treasurer 
and 60 members besides 20 permanent invitees, including all the Central 
Ministers and many members of Parliament from the State. 


In her capacity as Congress (1) president, Mrs Gandhi has also appointed 
presidents for 24 of the 25 DCCs in the three regions of Andhra Pradesh 
except Kurnool, the home district of the Chief Minister, which will be 
finalised later in consultation with him after he has assessed local opinion. 


Finalised by adviser: An interesting feature of the formation of the 
committee is that nobody--not even the Chief Minister Mr K. Vijaybhaskara 
Reddi or the PCC (I) president, Mr G. Venkataswamy--has had a decisive voice 
either in the choice of persons or the move to have such a large executive 
committee to accommodate as many as possible. After Mrs Gandhi listened 

to all the State leaders concerned, the list was finalised by Mr M.L. 
Fotedar, one of her senior advisers on party affairs who oversees on her 
behalf the functioning of the Congress (1) in che States, 


A significant aspect of the formation of the executive committee is that 
several ex-Ministers, including the former Chief Ministrs Mr K. Brahmananda 
Reddi and Mr T. Anjiah have been accommodated either as vice-presidents 
general secretaries, members or permanent invitees. Those in the present 
Cabinet belonging to different groups have also been given their due 
representation. 


The Chief Minister is naturally a member of the executive committee. The 
capacity of the new PCC (I) president to function effectively will depend 
to a large extent on the personal rapport he is able to establish with the 
Chief Minister who has to be consulted on all matters since the ruling 
party's interests are inseparable from those of the Government. 
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The three former Ministers among the 12 vice-presidents are Mr T. Hayagri- 
vachary, Mr P.V. Chowdary and Mr Ch. Hanumajah, while the MPs include 

Mr P. Venkata Reddy, Mrs Roda Mistry and Mr Anantaramulu Mallu. Three 
other former Ministers, Mr Majji Tulsi Das, Mr Koneru Ranga Rao and Mr 
Sangeeta Venkata Reddy figure among the 11 general secretaries while two 
others, Mr M.M, Hashim and Mr Bhattam Sriramamurthy have been included as 
members of the executive committee. One of the senior Ministers, Mr T. 
Rosaiah has been appointed treasurer of the Congress (1) Committee. 


Venkataram not included: A notable omission who does not figure even as a 
permanent invitee is Mr Bhavanam Venkataram, the previous Chief Minister, 
although his predecessor, Mr T. Anjieah has been accommodated at the last 
minute. 


Apart from prominent State leaders like Mr K, Brahmananda Reddi and Mr 
N.G.Ranga, the list of permanent invitees consists of several State 
Ministers including Mr Jaganath Rao, Mr N. Janardhan Reddi, Mr Kona 
Prabhakar Rao and Mr Baga Reddi. 


PM's hope: The Prime Minister has agreed to this oversized executive 
committee in the hope that the various groups and individuals will be 
able to rise above personal differences and work together as a team to 
ensure the party's success in the coming Assembly elections. The party 
high command has been heartened hy reports of disunity among the 
Opposition parties and their inability to put up a united front. 


According to current indications, the Assembly elections in Andhra Pradesh 
and Karnataka will be held in February and Mrs Gandhi is keeping herself 
free during this time to campaign intensively in both the States, The 
outcome of the poll in these two Congress (1) majority States is vital to 
her in the sense it will go a long way in setting the tone and also 
influencing her calculations if she decides to go in for an early parlia- 
mentary poll without waiting until 1985 for the completion of her five-year 
term.

(Text] New Delhi, November 11--The Prime Minister, Mrs Indira Gandhi, 
today underlined the need for self-reliance in air defence equipment, 
referring to the projects for the development of a light combat aircraft 
and an armed light helicopter. 


She said the government had approved these projects in keeping with the 
policy of self-reliance, It was necessary to manufacture more and more 
items to meet the requirements of the Indian Air Force, she said. 


Addressing the bi-annual air force commanders’ conference, the Prime 
Minister said the country mist also keep abreast of the latest developments 
in the field of aviation technology and acquire those items of arms 

and equipment which could not be manufactured within the country. 


Mrs Gandhi said that it was necessary to review the safety procedures in 
the IAF to avoid flight accidents. She called for more co-ordination 
among various agencies to tackle the bird menace which was the cause of 
many accidents. 


Flight Safety 


Air Chief Marshal Dilbagh Singh, chief of the air staff, later said that a 
committee headed by an Air Marshal was looking into the problem, It would 
examine various measures for optimising flight safety and avoiding accidents, 


Mrs Gandhi also assured the air force commander that the government would 
take steps to increase housing and educational facilities for defence 
personnel, Even though there were financial constraints, the main hurdle 
was not the lack of finance but the inability to build the required 
accommodation in a short time, she added, 


The Prime Minister complimented the air force personnel for their prompt 
response to various calls for assistance in flood and cyclone relief 
work in different parts of the country. 
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She said that the IAF golden jubilee celebrations were very well organised 
and these helped in acquainting the people with the role of the IAF in 
war and peace and the skills and ability of its personnel. 


The three-day conference being held at the air headquarters under the 
chairmanship of the chief of the air staff is discussing the important 
operational and maintenance problems of the IAF.

REPORTER TELLS EMPHASIS OF KISAN CONFERENCE

[Text] Calcutta, November 12--The emphasis of the just-concluded all-India 
kisan conference has been on the weakness of the organisation and ways to 
improve it. 


The state-wide break-up of the AIKS membership for 1981-82 sharply reveals 
these weaknesses. Five of every six members belong to West Bengal and 
Kerala which means the organisation has failed to spread its influence in 
the Hindi-speaking belt as much as its parent body, the CPM. 


The general secretary's report, which was the basic document before the 
conference, noted that drought and flood ravages fall in the prices of 
agricultural produce, heavy indebtedness and scarcity of institutional 
credit, landlord oppression and eviction of tenants “are ruining the lives 
of the hundreds of millions of people in rural areas." 


"The only hopeful feature perhaps is that all sections of the peasantry will 
have to fight for their cause with determination. It is, therefore, the duty 
of the AIKS to shape, guide and lead this gigantic movement of forging 
peasant and worker-peasant unity to successfully conduct the agrarian revo- 
lution.” 


But, the document notes, the organisational weaknesses highlighted at the 
Varanasi conference in April 1979 “are continuing and hampering our advance," 


The weaknesses, as mentioned in the 1979 document, are: attention is not 
always given to spontaneous struggles initiated by the common people; the 
organisation does not permit democratic participation of common peasants in 
decion-making; slogans raised fail to rally peasants because these are out 
of tune with their own understanding; failure to analyse concrete issues 
facing the movement and “the less than adequate understanding of the need 
and scope for united action." 


An article in the souvenier of the conference by one of the CPM politburo 
members, Mr M. Basavapunniah, explains the content of peasant unity better 
than the general secretary's report. He says this unity should be one of 
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“agricultural labourers, poor peasants, middle peasants and rich farmers 
as opposed to the entire landlord class and the bourgeoisie-landlord state. 
This is essential for carrying out the agrarian revolution.” 


Referring to the organisation of the All-India agricultural workers union 

in October 1981 as a follow-up of the AIKS Varanasi conference decision, he 
says this might be necessary in places like Punjab, but warns that care 

must be taken to coordinate this union with the AIKS at different levels to 
“prevent them from developing on different lines, as otherwise it may divide 
the agrarian revolutionary movement into two separate and even hostile 
streams,"

NEHRU MEMORIAL LECTURE, GANDHI COMMENTS SUMMARIZED 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 15 Nov 82 p 9 


[Text] Nov 14--Is it possible to turn the impending disaster awaiting the 
world as a result of economic collapse and political confrontation into a 
new opportunity for peace and cooperation? Is it possible to build a new 
vitalized and strengthened non-aligned movement in spite of the recent 
acute fragmentation among its members? 


Delivering the 16th Jawaharlal Nehru memorial lecture at Teen Murti House, 
New Delhi yesterday, Professor Soedjatmoko, Rector of the United Nations 
University at Tokyo traced the tortuous path of the non-aligned movement 
from the days when it was founded to its present fragmented state. He 
wondered whether at the meeting of non-aligned nations in March next year in 
New Delhi the movement would find the strength to face the challenges 
squarely, 


He felt that recently the movement had lost its earlier popular appeal and 
had been smothered by bureaucrats. Efforts should be made to give back to 
it its popular ideological appeal which had won for its supporters even in 
the aligned Western countries, He was speaking on Non-Alignment and Beyond. 


Professor Soedjatmoko said that an immense intellectual effort would be 
needed on the part of the non-aligned nations to overcome the negative 
global situation. The non-aligned nations themselves could not escape 
responsibility for their failure to prevent the intrusion of Super Powers 
into the movement for their failure to evolve regional solidarity and 
strengthen their own hands economically and reduce dependence on the Super 
Powers. Many non-aligned nations, he said, had fallen into the trap of 
playing one Super Power against the other in their effort to make some 
gains for themselves. 


However, he felt that even at this stage it would not be simply a Utopian 
dream to hope that an immense intellectual effort was possible for the 
non-aligned nations to revitalize the movement. He stressed that there 
would be need for reducing military conflicts in the Third World, for 
immense social changes to revitalize their own cultures and civilizations, 
and for cooperation in the areas of science and technology. 
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ways would have to be devised for making more effective use of human and 
other resources of the non-aligned countries for the benefit of the entire 
group. The building of non-Western but modern civilizations was stressed 
by him to compete with the West not on the terms of the West. 


He stressed the need to make universities into seed-beds for new thinking 
in all areas. He said that our universities should not simply follow the 
intellectual fads of North. 


The entire global situation was terrifying, the professor said, Can we 
continue to live on the brink of a nuclear war for next 20 years? he asked. 
He warned that the flash point for a nuclear war could vell lie in the 
instability in the Third World, 


He pointed out that with 60 percent of the world population living in the 
South we cannot allow ourselves to be paralysed by the policies of the North. 
The non-aligned nations need to look at themselves more realistically and 
find the streagth to turn impending disaster to a new opportunity for peace 
and cooperation, 


Mrs Gandhi, who presided at the lecture, said she agreed with him that the 
need was to act together to prevent disaster, "I have been a believer in 
the oneness of the world,” she said. 


However, she did not view the scene entirely in the same way as Professor 
Soedjatmoko, The non-aligned may not have fulfilled their dreams but they 
are not the same old lethargic peoples. These my be battlegrounds for 
bloc rivalries, but simultaneously they were waging other battles, their 
internal struggles for development, she said. Outside interested parties 
cast their shadows, but such pressures are brought to bear also on the 
aligned, 


She felt that some of the infextibility of the past had also somewhat 
softened. Several medium and small-sized industrialized countries share 
the concerns of the developing. Some of the spirit of the non-aligned 
had permeated some members of blocks, she felt. This was, no doubt, just 
a few drops in the ocean, but it was important that new ideas were begin- 
ning to take roots, 


The conviction and the passion of the early years of the movement was lacking 
simply because the idea itself had become accepted and established, she 
said, There was less cause for political defence, but more reason for 
vigilant awareness of more subtle penetration, 


Mrs Gandhi said that it would not be fair to expect the non-aligned nations 
to override or obliterate the accumulated realities of their national 
experiences and interests, The Lran-Iraq war, although deplorable, did 

not invalidate non-alignment. (Earlier, Professor Soedjatmoko had mentioned 
the war as the cause for the cancellation of Baghdad as the venue for the 
non-aligned meet, 
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She said that the non-aligned world must reduce its dependence on the North 
not only for goods but also for ideas, A meaningful cooperation could be 
possible only after we break the barriers which imprison our minds, she 
said. 


We cannot solve our economic and financial crises within the existing 
international structures, she said, and added that the present structure 
was not capable of providing satisfactory answers in the larger crisis of 
our civilization, 


She warned that conferences such as the Bretton Weeds, provided the indus- 
trialized countries with instruments to exert strong influence on economic 
planning in many developing countries. "We live in a world in which, no 

matter what we do, the powerful seem to add to their strength,” she said. 


She ended by saying that India's own commitment to non-alignment was 
unreserved, This was one of the bequests of Jawaharlal Nehru to us, 
she added.

ANALYST DISCUSSES STAND ON, PROBLEMS WITH AKALIS 
Madras THE HINDU in English 14 Nov 82 p 1

{Text] The anticipated police crackdown on the Akali militants who were 
planning to reach Delhi to demonstrate on the opening day of the Asiad 
has begun with the roundup of several hundreds in various Punjab towns 
last night. 


The action followed the decision taken at a meeting of the Home Secretaries 
and Inspectors-General of Police of Punjab, Haryana, Himachal Pradesh, Uttar 
Pradesh and Rajasthan convened by the Union Home Secretary, Mr T.N. Chatur- 
vedi, on Thursday to work out a joint strategy for meeting the Akali threat 
to extend the agitation to Delhi. 


The Lt Governor and the Inspector-General of Police of Delhi have been 
closely associated with these discussions since the local administration 
has to face the main responsibility of sealing off the access routes to 
the capital from the neighbouring States, apart from taking the utmost 
precautions within Delhi itself to prevent any untoward incidents during 
the Asian Games. 


The Intelligence Bureau and other police agencies of the Central Government 
are actively assisting the State Governments and the Delhi administration is 
coping with this Akali challenge, 


Activists Go Underground ; 
The Central Government, acting in close concert with these State Governments 
and Delhi Administration, is ready with plans to round up thousands of 
Akalis in a pre-emptive bid if they persist in holding demonstrations in 
Delhi in defiance of the official ban on strikes and agitations in the 
capital during the Asian Games. 


But there are reports that many known Akali activists have gone underground 
in Punjab and Haryana and that some of them have infiltrated into Delhi. 
The Intelligence Bureau has also been keeping a close watch on the arrival 
of Indian origin passengers by air from abroad to apprehend those on the 
suspect list compiled with the assistance of Interpol, the international 
police organisation which helps member countries in coping with terrorism. 
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As a measure of abundant caution the Delhi police today announced that those 
attending the Asian Games would not be permitted to carry any packages, 
handbags, vanity cases, cameras, tape recorders or kirpans with them. The 
police have also banned aerated water bottles, plates or anything that could 
be used to create a commotion and cause trouble. 


Door Open for Talks 


At the political level the door is being kept open for maintaining contacts 
with the Akali leaders through some trusted early intermediaries to evolve 
a mutually acceptable basis for a resumption of the negotiations. 


The political demands have already been narrowed down to two major issues, 
one relating to the transfer of Chandigarh along with the appointment of a 
commission to redemarcate the borders between Punjab and Haryana and the 
other revision of the Ravi Beas river waters award. 


The Akalis are no longer insisting on acceptance of the Anandpur Sahib 
resolution which raises larger constitutional issues, The attempt is to 
arrive at a tacit understanding to shelve this demand for the present 
without formally abandoning it. 


As it would be impossible for any linguistic commission to determine which 
areas on either side of the Punjab-Haryana border on the basis of the 

known records of Punjabi or Hindi spoken in the disputed pockets, one of 

the suggestions under consideration is that it would be desirable to hold 
an opinion poll in those places. A big hurdle, however, is what to do about 
Abohar and Fazilka which have already been allotted to Haryana, as compen- 
sation for giving up its claim to Chandigarh, under Mrs Gandhi's award of 
1970, 


Blasts in Punjab Towns 

In Punjab there were bomb blasts at Rahon in Jullundur district, Moga in 
Faridkot district and in Ludhiana city yesterday (reports UNI from Chan- 
digarh). 


Extremist elements who infiltrated the Akali agitation were behind these 
blasts, according to official sources. 


In Ludhiana, six Akalis were taken into custody following surprise raids 
conducted in different parts of the city this morning. 


The raids followed an announcement made by the Akali Dal to gherao the Chief

ANALYST REPORTS NEGOTIATIONS ON AIRCRAFT PURCHASES 
Madras THE HINDU in English 13 Nov 82 p 9

[Text] New Delhi, Nov 12--The permanent Under-Secretary of State in the 
British Ministry of Defence, Sir Frank Cooper, is arriving in Delhi later 
this month for follow-up discussions on long-term Defence cooperation 
between India and the United Kingdom, mooted during the recent visit of 
the Defence Minister, Mr John Nott, who had exploratory talks on the 
subject. 


Sir Frank will be accompanied by his designated successor, Mr Cline Whitmore, 
who will be taking his place at the Ministry of Defence when Sir Frank 
retires soon, to keep him fully acquainted with the progress of the Indo- 
British discussions. 


As Mr Nott pointed out in his talks in Delhi, Britain is prepared to enter 
into a long-term arrangement with India on mutually acceptable terms for 
cooperation in the research and development of next generation weapons, in 
addition to sharing its expertise with India for meeting the country's 
more immediate Defence requirements in various spheres. Apart from the 
sale of Jaguars, Britain is interested in concluding an agreement for joint 
development of a light combat aircraft (LCA) to replace the highly success- 
ful Gnats in due course. 


Aircraft projects: The Prime Minister, Mrs Indira Gandhi, announced at the 
Air Force Commanders’ conference yesterday the Government 'sapproval of the 
twin projects to develop a light helicopter for ground support and a light 
combat aircraft for defence. It has yet to be decided with which country 
collaboration arrangements will be made for their manufacture, 


Modified Jaguar deal: As reported on earlier occasions, India has modified 
the earlier Jaguar deal and opted for the middle course of buying 40 
aircraft in fly-away condition, assembling another 40 from imported sub- 
sections and 31 more with a progressively increased indigenous content, a 
total of 111, good enough for four operational squadrons with the necessary 
reserves and trainer aircraft. 
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It has yet to be decided whether, after acquiring 40 Mirage-2000s, India 
would exercise the option to manufacture them progressively under licence 
as envisaged during the initial discussions with France. The decision will 
be taken after the Air Headquarters completes its survey of its operational 
responsibilities during the next two decades till at least the turn of the 
century. 


As this exercise will take time, there is no great hurry in coming to an 
early decision on Mirage-2000 manufacture. So the whole focus at present 
is on the light helicopter and light combat aircraft projects. 


Soviet offers: The Soviet Union, which, at one stage, was quite unhappy 
with India’s attempts to diversify its acquisition of Defence equipment 
by going in for the Jaguars and Mirage-2000s, succeeded in persuading India 
to mike a parallel effort to keep up the development of the MIG line by 
going in for MIG-23s, MIG-25s and MIG-27s, to retain the Soviet connection. 


But Moscow does not have the kind of light helicopter and light combat 
aircraft in which India is interested at present. This has left the field 
open to Britain to make an ambitious bid to clinch this deal before 

others step in with more attractive propositions. 


Meanwhile, the De Havilland Aircraft of Canada has been trying hard to sell 
the Twin Otter light transport aircraft and help India manufacture it under 
licence, The Canadian bid is backed by an attractive financial offer which 
cannot be easily matched by others who are able to offer an equally versa- 
tile light transport aircraft.

IMPORT OF FOODGRAIN SAID TO BE UNAVOIDABLE 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 15 Nov 82 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Nov 14--In view of the anticipated gap in India's food 
production this year, import of at least four million tons of foodgrain 
seers unavoidable. 


The shortage is more this year due to the drought said to be the worst 
after Independence, The output in kharif cereals is going to be less by 
about 11 million tons in the current year. The present estimates place the 
kharif crop at 66.5 million tons, against last year's production of 77.5 
million tons. The breakup of shortfall anti-ipated is: rice--nine million 
tons, sorghum--one million tons; millets--0.5 million tons and maize--0,.5 
million tons. 


What is indeed alarming is that the gap is nearly 18 millior *ons less than 
the target of 84 million tons. The 1982-83 crop including rai, is placed 
at 121.5 million tons. Even if the Government procures 4,5 million tons of 
rice this year and releases it at the rate of 600,000 tons a month, it will 
be left with no rice by November next year. 


This dismal assessment is substantiated by the latest report of the Food 
and Agriculture Organization which has predicted "a drastic reduction" in 
the production of coarse grain, rice and wheat in the current year in India. 


Unless there is a spectacular wheat crop of 46 million tons this year (the 
FAO estimate is for 36.5 million tons), and the Government procures at least 
10 million tons, minimum imports of four million tons of foodgrain are 
inescapable.

The morning meeting, however, had clearly discounted all prospects of getting 
a higher price for Indian textiles from the Soviets, although the Indian 
participants made a determined bid to wrest that advantage. 


The visiting delegation had pointed out that the Indian price for Soviet 
petroleum was less than international prices and the textiles of this 
country should also be available for a lower price, 


Although the delegation justified a lower price for Indian fabrics, it did 
not mercifully, insist on a price reduction in view the strike in city 
mills, 


The Russians are, however, believed to have negotiated cashew purchases 
at a lower price. 


Prior to the mecting today there was speculation that the Soviet Union 
would be adopting a hard line towards the Indian plea for a higher price 
and even scour markets in Pakistan. In view of the continuing strike in 
the 60 city textile mills, it will probably take much longer to negotiate 
business for 1983. 


The Russians normally come to Bombay around this time for finalising 
business for the following year because the East European countries’ trade 
is on a calender-year basis.

DEVELOPMENTS IN RUMKOREM CASE REPORTED 
Protest of Decision 
Jakarta HARIAN UMUM AB in Indonesian 1 Oct 82 ppl, 7 


[Text] Port Moresby, HARIAN UMUM AB--The Government of Papua New Guinea is 
planning to appeal the decision of the court which dropped charges of 
illegal immigration against 10 persons belonging to an anti-Indonesian 
guerrilla group. This was stated by the spokesman of the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs and Trade in Port Moresby on Wednesday [29 September). 


The accused were brought before the Rabaul District Court on Tuesday [28 
September], but the accusation against them was dismissed on the grounds 
that they were asked by Papua New Guinean police to meet them on the beach. 


A spokesman of the Rabaul Prosecutor's Office stated that the 10 members of 
the anti-Indonesian guerrilla group had been freed. 


They were led by Seth Rumkorem, of the OMP [Papuan Freedom Operation] 
splinier group, which has been struggling for the freedom of the Province 
of Irian Jjcya, separating it from the Republic of Indonesia. 


Rumkorem and his group had sailed in a small boat 2,100 km before landing 
near Rabaul to obtain provisions. They were immediately arrested by the 
police and customs officials who were already on the scene, waiting for 

their arrival. It appears that they will continue their voyage eastwards to 
the Pacific Ocean or go to Vanuatu in the Solomon Islands to obtain political 
asylum, the police said. 


Meanwhile, diplomatic sources in Port Moresby stated that the decision by 
the court makes things awkward for the new government formed under the 
leadership of Prime Minister Michael Somare. 


Minister for Foreign Affairs Rabbie Namiliu, at the beginning of this month, 
visited Jakarta and promised Indonesian Foreign Minister Mochtar 
Kueumaatmadja that action would be taken against guerrillas in accordance 
with the laws in force in Paupa New Guinea. 
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vapua New Guinea has no extradition treaty with Indonesia, and police in 


that country say that there is a good possibility that the separatist 
guerrillas will be expelled to a third country which is prepared to accept 
litical refugees. 


A spokesman of the Ministry for Foreign Affairs and Trade of Paupa New 
Guinea was not prepared to provide other information on the subject of 
pians by his government to appeal the court decision mentioned above.

{\Text] Port Moresby, KOMPAS--A report prepared by a KOMPAS correspondent 

in Port Moresby indicates that there are signs that the Government of Papua 
New Guinea will not sned Seth Rumkorem and his associates back to Indonesia. 
The man who calls himself "President of the Free Papucr Organization” is still 
in Rabaul, after the local court some time ago freed him from the charge of 
having entered PNG without permission. 


According th available information, PNG authorities consider that Rumkoren 
is a “refugee.” This week the PNG Ministry for Foreign Affairs sent a 
letter to the United Nations High Commission for Refugees (UNHCR) through 
the office of the UNDP [United Nations Development Program] in Port Moresby. 
The PNG Foreign Ministry asked the UNHCR to look for a third country for 
Rumkorem. However, up to now there is no information as to whether there 

is a country which wishes to receive his. 


Apart from the PNG Foreign Ministry, Rumkorem supporters, who have a kind 
of secret organization in Port Moresby, have also sent a letter to the 
UNHCR in Geneva, saking for a place where he might take refuge. It also 
appears that the Indonesian Government is trying to have the rebel leader 
returned to Indonesia. 


Meanwhile, last week it was reported that a number of people crossed the 
border from Irian Jaya into Papua New Guinea. They will be returned by 
PNG authorities to Irian Jaya because this is regarded as a “border 
crossing.” It is not yet known why this principle was not applied toward 
Rumkorem and his associates in Rabaul.

DARUL ISLAM LEADER SURRENDERS 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 10 Oct 82 pp 1,12 


[Text] After hiding for more than 20 years, Sanusi Daris (age 
57), division commander and foreign minister of DI/TII [Darul 
Islam/Indonesian Islamic Army] under Kahar Muzakkar, surrendered 
on Tuesday, 5 October, which happened to be Indonesia's 37th Armed 
Forces Day. He surrendered to units of KOREM [military area con- 
mand] 142, at Pare-Pare, KODIM [military district command] 1419, 
at Enrekang, and KODIM 1414, at Pinrang. after these units had 
carried out raids in the Pinrang Regency under the leadership of 
Col G.M. Soetimin, DANREM [commanding officer of military area 
command] 142. 


The DI/TII leader disappeared after Kahar Muzakkar was shot at the 
beginning of March 1963 in “Operation Lightning,” led by the 
commander of Military Area XIV/Hasanuddin, who was at that time 
Col M. Yusuf (now minister of defense and security). Sanusi Daris 
then hid in forests around the Enrekange Regency. During the last 
12 years, he had been hiding with body guard Solli Chalik in a 
mountain cave in the village of Malua, Cakke Subdistrict, Enrekang 
Repency. 


Although Sanusi Daris had been known as a close associate of Kahar 
Muzakkar, the people of that area had forgotten him, thinking him 
to be dead. He was discovered to be alive only after military 
personnel in the Cakke Subdistrict by chance wounded and captured 
Solli Chalik at the beginning of September. 


Solii Chalik, who claimed to be a lieutenant colonel, with serial 
number 100, was captured by military personnel carrying out an 
operation against cock fighting, which is popular in that area. 
They discovered Solli Chalik walking alone at night carrying a 
knapsack. When challenged by troops, he fled and was stopped only 
after being wounded by gunfire. 


Solli Chalik informed them that Sanusi Daris was still alive and 
hiding in a cave near Malua,Cakke Subdistricc, Enrekang Regency, 
his birthplace. 
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ihe troops, assisted by civil defense personnel and local resi- 
jlents, made a raid on the cave on 13 September but did not find 
him, however. In the cave they found two sacks of documents, 
vooks,including some in a foreign language, a pistol, a type- 
writer, and foodstuffs consisting of rice and other things. 


They immediately continued their search and at about 1800 on 
Tuesday, 5 October, they captured him at Lalle, in the village of 
NMaccirowalie, Pinrang Residency. He was on his way to the home of 
1 relative in that village. Solli Chalik died of his wounds on 2i 
September at the Palamonia Army Hospital, Ujungpandang. 


Sanusi Daris was the last leader of the DI/TII, which in the 
fifties rebelled against the Indonesian government in South Sula- 
wesi. 


Chief of the Social-Political Directorate of South Sulawesi Pro- 
vince Col H. Musa Gani told KOMPAS on 9 October that information 
obtained on 6 October revealed that Sanusi Daris remained in 
hiding because he was not aware of developments that had taken 
place and was afraid he would be executed if he surrendered. 


"I explained it all to him,” said Col H. Musa Gani. “I know him 
well. At the talks between Kahar Muzakkar and Col M. Yusuf in 1960 
Sanusi Daris accompanied Kahar, and I was with Colonel Yusuf.” 
Sanusi Daris is now in the custody of authorities in Ujungpandang. 


Authorities in Enrekang and Pinrang are now interrogating the 
people who were in contact with the former DI/TII leader.

JAHAR ARIFIN--The Czechoslovak Government has given its agreement to the 
appointment of Dr Zahar Arifin as Indonesian ambassador to Czechoslovakia, 
replacing J.P. Lohanabesi, who had completed his tour of duty. The Minister 
of Foreign Affairs states that Ambassador Zahar Arifin graduated from the 
Faculty of Law of the University of Indonesia in 1955 and attended the 
National Defense Institute in 1973. In 1955 Zahar became an employee of 
the Ministry of Justice. In 1956 he began his career in the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. From 1959 to 1961 Zahar Arifin was assigned to the 
Indonesian Embassy in New Delhi as a second secretary. From 1961 to 

1963 he was Indonesian consul in Penang, Malaysia, and also had the rank 
of first secretary. He was transferred back to Jakarta in 1963. From 
1967 to 1970 he was stationed at the Indonesian Embassy in Cairo with the 
rank of minister counselor. From 1970 to 1973 Zahar Arifin served in the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs as director for African and Middle Eastern 
affairs and in 1974 he was director of legal affairs in the ministry. 

From 1974 to 1979 he was stationed in the Indonesian Embassy in Washington 
as deputy chief of mission with the rank of minister. Later, from 1979 to 
1982, he was director of international treaty affairs in the ministry.

BARKAH TIRTADIDJAJA--The Egyptian Government has given its agreement to 
the appointment of Barkah Tirtadidjaja as Indonesian ambassador to the 
Arab Republic of Egypt, replacing Ferdy Salim, who had completed his tour 
of duty.

COLONEL (AIR FORCE) SOEDARMA--The Air Force has selected Colonel Soedarma, 
a flying officer who was born on 27 October 1937 to be the commander of the 
ceremonies for the celebration of Armed Forces Day at Iswahyudi Air Force 
Base in Madiun [East Java]. The inspector of the ceremonies will be 
President Soeharto. “For me as a soldier to be chosen as the commander of 
the ceremonies for Armed Forces Day of 1982 is a very great honor, and I 
am grateful for this sign of recognition,” said Colonel Soedarma to a 
SINAR HARAPAN representative at Iswahyudi Air Force Base last week. At 
that point Colonel Soedarma had just arrived from Ujungpandang [Sulawesi], 
where he is still chief of staff of Air Region III. 


Colonel Soedarma, who has three children, has the frame of an athlete. He 
has served in the Air Force since 1958, after he had completed senior high 
school in Yogyakarta. Later on the Air Force sent him to Czechoslovakia 
as a pilot trainee on 11-28 and Tu-16 aircraft. At that time, Soedarma 
says, the first class called "Cakra I" consisted of 50 students, but only 
30 graduated as pilots. They were given their wings on 1 July 1960. 

Their experiences while going through training abroad were very useful for 
later application in the Air Force after they had returned home and were 
assigned to duties in Indonesia. Indonesians who went to study in 
Czechoslovakia in general were in no way inferior, compared to students 
from other countries studying there. 


when SINAR HARAPAN asked him about his experiences as an adjutant to the 
president in 1968, Colonel Soedarma answered very carefully. “My 
experiences as an aide to the president made a great impression on me. 
It was at that time that I began to know a great deal about politics and 
everything connected to it." And his experiences as an aide to the 
president filled out his experiences in the Air Force. 





Fer Colonel Soedarma his desire to become a pilot began when he was in 
whool in Yogyakarta. “When | was attending senior high school, there were 
many tighter and transport aircraft flying around. Since then I had the 
desire to become a pilot,” he says. "That is why, as soon as I graduated 
from high school, I volunteered for the Air Force without the knowledge 

of my parents. It was only after I was accepted by the Air Force and 
called up that my parents learned of this to their astonishment, but they 
couldn’t do anything about it.” In fact his parents wanted him to study 

to enter the government civil service. That was possible because his 
father, at the time, was a village chief. 


Col Soedarma is the 7th child of 10 brothers and sisters. Of the 10 
children only 2 entered the Armed Forces. An elder brother, the third 
child in the family, entered the Army and died last year. His sister, 
the youngest child in the family, married an Air Force helicopter pilot 
who is based in Bogor [West Java]. 


Beside going through flight training overseas Colonel Soedarma attended a 
school for flight instructors in Yogyakarta and graduated in 1966. He 
attended the Air Force Staff and Command School in 1970 and 1973, the Joint 
Staff and Command School in 1975, and the Officer Candidate Instructors 
Course in 1975. 


Among the Air Force assignments which he has held was the post of commander 
of the Cadet Regiment at the Air Force Section of the Armed Forces Academy 
in Yogyakarta in 1974. Later, he was an operations inspector in the office 
of the Air Force Inspector General and commander of the Air Force Head- 
quarters Detachment, prior to becoming chief of staff of Air Region III 

in Ujungpandang. 





Colonel Soedarma was also honored with appointment as commander of the 
ceremonies at the lowering of the flag on 17 August 1980 at Independence 
Palace. In fact he was to be commander of the ceremonies at the flag raising 
on that day, but at the time he had lost his voice and was replaced by 
Colonel Yahman, also a flying officer, who is presently commander of 
[uwahyudi Air Force Base.

CAPLTAL INVESTMENT CONTINUES STRONG 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 11 Oct 82 pp 1, 12 


{ixcerpts] Capital investment in Indonesia is strong in spite of 
worldwide recession. As of the third quarter 1982, both PMA 
[foreign capital investment] amd PMDN [domestic capital invest- 
ment] continued to climb. 

New projects have risen 81.8 percent, and total investments (Cin- 
cluding new projects, expansion, conversion of capital, change of 
status, and cancellations) have risen 57.9 percent. As for the 
number of projects, new investment has risen only 9.3 percent but 
the overall increase is 68.3 percent. 


Chairman of the BKPM [Capital Investment Coordination Board] Engi- 
neer Suhartoyo revealed these figures to KOMPAS on 9 October in a 
discussion of the latest capital investment developments as re- 
lated to world recession. 

“Many businessmen are surprised and virtually disbelieving at the 
increase in capital investment in Indonesia,” Suhartoyo said. “As 
for us, this increasingly proves that Indonesia has the capability 
to develop.” 


\ccording to the chairman's figures, capital investment for new 
projects in Indonesia has gone up 81.8 percent compared with the 
same period last year. 


In 1981, new investment reached 1,014,765.5 million rupiahs, con- 

sisting ot PMDN of 828,703 million rupiahs for 146 projects and 

5297.7 million in PMA (27 projects). In 1982, new capital invest- 
was 1,844,554.5 million rupiahs, made up of 1,317,117 million 


rupiahs in PMDN for 166 projects and $843.9 million in PMA for 23 


projects. 


[investment for all projects in 1982 was up 57.9 percent over 1981, 
when investments totaled 1,785,112.5 million rupiahs (82 pro- 
jects), consisting of 1,277,050 million rupiahs in PMDN (76 pro- 
jects) and $812.9 million in PMA (six projects). In 1982, these

These figures show that projects have increased only 9.3 percent, 
from 173 to 189. For PMA there has in fact been a decline, as new 
PMA projects dropped 14.8 percent and all PMA slipped 60 

percent, from six projects to two. 


New PMDN projects climbed 13.7 percent, and all PMDN jumped 88.9 
percent. The total number of all projects increased 68.3 percent, 
whereas the value of capital invested went up by only 57.9 per- 
cent. 


The drop in the number of PMA projects was a result of government 
policy to limit permission for PMA only to large projects beyond 
the capability of domestic companies. These are basic projects 
constructed in the interior, where cost is very great. 


Suhartoyo said that these figures show that Indonesians can be 
confident in the development direction they have taken. “They 
show that Indonesia is being especially watched by businessmen who 
invest as PMA and by holders of capital who lend to domestic 
businessmen for PMDN,” he said. 


He stated that Indonesia is attracting much attention from pos- 
sessors of capital since they consider Indonesia to be capable of 
continued development without being directly affected by worid 
recession. 


One reason for Indonesia's immunity to world recession is that 
capital investment in Indonesia is not oriented toward exports. 
Industry in Indonesia is still at the basic level, with the result 
that its output is absorbed by potentially large domestic markets. 
In spite of the current international recession, business in 
Indonesia is moving smoothly and is little affected by the over- 
seas Situation. 


Although many investors are watching Indonesia, they are still 
reluctant to invest capital for long periods before receiving 
returns. They normally Limit this period to 10 years. 


"The reason is not the present political situation, but because in 
[Indonesia's history there have been trequent periods of unrest,” 
said Suhartoyo. “The investment of new capital did not begin until 


1967, which is to say that it is quite recent.” 


In view of past conditions, it is the duty of BKPM to convince 
investors that Indonesia is stable and that any risk is merely 
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because of the “fair” business situation. Political risks and 
risks of force majeure (unpredictable events) do not exist. 


To do this, BKPM is not limiting itself to priority list entries 
in developing its projects but compiles a complete document for 
each project. In the priority list there is only one sentence for 
a project, but in a full document various aspects of each project 
are clearly presented. 


This complete documentation is called an “investment project pro- 
tile.” Besides containing a complete model, it also includes a 
preliminary feasibility study and information on perspectives and 
markets. There is supporting information on raw materials, 

prices, profits, manpower, local conditions, and government pol- 
icies. The direct result is a complete picture related to capital 
investment in Indonesia. Aid will be obtained from the World Bank 
and from the United States for the feasibility studies. 


In 1982-83, preliminary feasibility studies are being done on 200 
projects. Completion of the studies is expected in March 1983. 
Besides cooperation with the World Bank and the United States, 
there has also been cooperation from Australia and West Germany. 
Cooperative efforts with Japan, Canada, the Netherlands, and 
France are to follow. 


After a document is compiled, it is presented to businesses that 
have been evaluated as capable of implementing a project. BKPM does 
not wait for private interests to be attracted to a project on the 
priority list but directly seeks businesses to handle priority 
projects. 


The BKPM chairman stated that he hopes for cooperation with the 
Indonesian Chamber of Commerce in implementing priority projects. 
Suhartoyo is confident that private businesses are capable of 


handling large projects, but the pooling of capital is necessary. 
"Although I am confident in the adequacy of domestic private 
capital, unfortunately I see the pooling of capital as very 
ditficult,” Suhartoyo said. For that reason, BKPM will act as 


sponsor to bring private domestic businesses together in handling 
priority projects. 


Suhartoyo feels that the present tight national budget can be 
ottset by the pooling of private capital to handle large projects 
that have been the responsibility of the government. When private 
eroups are capable of taking over these large projects, the gov- 
ernment will be able to relinquish responsibility for them. The 
government then will take initiative only for those projects, such 
1S apricultural estates, that directly affect the people.

SUMATRA-JAVA PIPELINE PLANNED 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 15 Oct 82 pp l, 12 


[Excerpts] Two Dutch companies, Gasunie Engineering and AMRO 
Bank, on 14 October jointly explained a plan to build a pipeline 
network to about 40 officials from the Department of Mining and 
Energy (Oil and Natural Gas, Pertamina, and the State Gas Corpora- 
tion), the Ministry of Research and Technology, including BPPT 
[expansion unknown], the Bank of Indonesia, the State Electricity 
Corporation, BAPPENAS [national planning and development board], 
and other government organizations. The meeting was held at the 
auditorium of the Directorate General for Oil and Natural Gas. 


The plan calls for a trans-Sumatra-Java pipeline network of more 
than 3000 km. The plan provides for the delivery of gas from the 
field in Arun, Aceh, to Lampung and from there via the Sunda 
Strait to Merak and then to Surabaya. 


According to AMRO Bank's Jakarta representative Drs C. J. de 
Koning, the project will require three or four phases. 


In the first phase, the pipeline will be laid from Arun to Duri 
and from there, turning to the east, toward Singapore. In later 
phases, it will be extended from Singapore to the natural gas 
fields in the Natuna Islands. Singapore greatly desires natural 
pas from Indonesia, where main fields are in Arun, Aceh, and in an 
offshore tield in the Natunas. 


According to Gasunie Engineering’s Indonesian representative 
Pieter van Baasbank, the delivery of gas by pipeline is much 
cheaper than by ship. If Indonesia approves the project, the 
total cost will be $7.5 billion. Financing is hoped from sources 
in the Netherlands, including aid loans from the Dutch government. 
[The first phase from Arun to Singapore is expected to cost $1.4 
billion and is to be in operation by January 1987. Implementation 
of the plan is to begin with a feasibility study lasting about 6 


months.

states totaled $56 million but by 1981 had jumped to $147 million. 


Most Indonesian exports in 1981 went to the Soviet Union, followed 
by exports to Romania, Czechoslovakia, East Germany, Hungary, 
Poland, and Bulgaria. 


Commodities ex»oorted to COMECON included rubber, cattle feed, 
rattan, coffee, and pepper. 


In 1L9YSBl, exports of rubber to the Soviet Union, Romania, Czecho- 
slovakia, East Germany, and Poland amounted to $100 million. 
Exports of cottee to Hungary, Romania, and Czechoslovakia were 
valued at $10 million. 


Other 1981 exports to Romania were copper, timber, cattle feed, 
leather, rattan, clothing, oil, and natural gas, totaling $20 
million. 


The balance of trade with COMECON countries has been almost conm- 
pletely in Indonesia's favor during the last three years, with the 
exception of trade with Bulgaria and Poland. 


Indonesia had a trade surplus with the Soviet Union in 1981, when 

Indonesian exports to the Soviet Union were valued at $79,979 

million, while imports from the Soviet Union came to $41.142 
Lllion.

This is how socialist reform 
meets those needs. 


4. With socialist reform, there will be expansion and improvement in dictator- 
ship of the Proletariat.

iText] How can that be? Because socialist reform is concerned with all 


economic sectors, which are not socialist: "Small scale producers, capitalists," 
to create one socialist economy. It is important to create a foundation and 
society. This creates a unity of mind. Regarding a socialist society, it is

Socialist transformation of the economic base of the nation is the basic factor 
in stimulating productivity and promoting the scientific-technical revolution.

\dvancing to socialism, eliminating the capitalist economy and capitalist class 
by any way or means depends on actual conditions of the revolutionary movements 
in each country; it depends on comparative conditions, class forces and matters 
depending on the capitalist attitude regarding revolution.

they may be peacefully transformed to socialism from the bottom up by capitalism 
and by the capitalist state, such as “contracting for sales, state-private 

shared capital ventures and others.” 


Concerning those commercial capitalists, rules have been set forth stating that 
they must be eliminated, the quicker the better. In our neighboring countries, 
when commercial capitalists grow into commercial enterprises and then production 
enterprises, they become extremely dangerous and (we) are dragged into capital- 
ism. 


Some party documents say that: Granting permission to the independent economic 
sector, including a number of the national capitalists to engage in production 
enterprises in some areas of skilled trades for a certain time period is an 
objective necessity with good results in improving living standards of the 
people and increase production, but that is an independent business operating 
within the dictatorship of the Proletariat and that means under the control of 
the state it will be gradually cut back until it wili be eliminated whenever it 
is no longer useful.

number of economic sectors to two; namely, ‘those owned by the people, collective 
property or the state economy, and collective economy." If we fail to concen- 
trate on the aforementioned problems, there will be chaos in the marketplace 
mcst assuredly, as well as in prices and finance and in the economy. The foun- 
dations referred to in commerce, as listed in each part of the resolutions of 
the party and state say that "the aim is to eliminate the system of private 
property in the means of production, eliminating economic exploitation and 
guarantee the rights of collective ownership of the working people in all things; 
for them to have ownership over the means of production, to have ownership over 
manpower, to have control over the economy and regulate the distribution of the 
workers’ products.” 


Comrade Somphong has brought up this matter today in only one aspect, and it is 
important that whoever actually carries this out must firmly grasp orders and 
expand and implement them appropriately. It won't do to want something without 
doing anything, or that by doing something, to always do only what is necessary 
to get by. Sometimes quantity is made, but without quality, it is useless. 
Sometimes we have hatred between us, hating those people who always make 
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excuses tor themselves. They deceive the upper and lower echelons, back and 
forth, constantly twisting things around. In reality, they get nothing. They 
say “The upper echelons don't see this and don’t respond, but in reality, 
however, the speakers are not looking at themselves, for putting a plan into 
effect each time is not unlike taking a horse through a flower garden, certain- 
ly in that there is a desire for everything and to do everything. There is 
benefit in wanting to do good things. But much thought must be given to the 
advantages and disadvantages, beforehand. It is not that having achieved this 
thing or that, initially, that it musc be the (correct) path; or that if it 
isn’t the path, one can't proceed further. A maxim of the party and state has 
been set forth, stating, “Work from small to large, work from little to much, 
and there will be advancement towards security." If you apply this to people, 
it means that there must be a beginning from whence we are seated to when we 
are standing, and from when standing securely, then to take steps and walk on 
confidently; it is possible. Comrade Somphong, has reading this solved the 
problem posed? Or if there is anything which wasn't mentioned herein, write 
discussing it next time, for ic takes much discussion in order to achieve 
uuderstanding, because of what was said before, "We are a new people with no 
experience in a new job, and our ability to do the new job is not yet sufficient.”

PAKISTANI PAPER ON ELECTION PROSPECTS

(Editorial: This Uncertain Attitude] 


[Text] President Ziaul Haq has said that general elections in Pakistan are 
likely to take place in about 2 or 3 years time. However, he said, no definite 
date can be set. He said this during an interview with the NEW YORK TIMES, 
adding that he would be able to hold elections in 2 or 3 years time. He said 
he was convinced now that conditions could be held but pot early or not too 
late. The president's statement appeared in the press on 30 November. 


Earlier, on 21 November, that is a mere 9 days before the above statement, 

the president told newsmen at the Lahore Airport that next year by 14 August 
he would announce a workable political structure for the country. He said 
that in the absence of a political structure little could be achieved through 
provincial legislatures. Asked when elections would be possible, he said that 
eftorts were progressing in that direction. 


Later on 23 November, the press reported Gen Ziaul Haq's remarks quoting from 
the DEFENSE JOURNAL that on the next independence anniversary [14 August] 

a future political structure for the country would be announced. And that swift 
action wouad follow this announcement. The new structure would guarantee the 
people the rule of law and equal rights. 


From the statements of the presidznt on 21 and 23 November one gets the impres- 
sion that the president had now become serious about providiag the country with 

a political and democratic system. It was only natural that some circles had 
begun to attach much importance to these statements by the president. In the 
background of these statements could be seen the preparation work by the election 
commission of new voter lists and the various announcements regarding prepara- 
tions.

\Text] Mr Krisha Dayal Sharma, the Indian ambassador to Pakistan, said that his 
country wanted to see Pakistan strong and prosperous. Speaking in Gujrat the 
other day, where he had gone to offer condolences to the family of the late 
Zhuru llahi and place flowers on his grave, he said, “Pakistan is our neighbor; 
any fire burning close to it could reach us as well.” Mr Sharma's statement may 
be considered an echo of his prime minister, Mrs Indira Gandhi, who took time 
trom the torrent of accusations, suspicions and threats that she usually directs 
against Pakistan to express these views, agreeably surprising the people of 
Pakistan who wondered how Mrs Gandhi could see fit to say anything favorable 
about Pakistan. 


Only time will prove whether this change in Mrs Gandhi's tone and attitude is 
permanent or a time-serving move taken in view of the Asian games to be held 

in Delhi in November and the March meeting of the heads of the nonaligned 
countries. The fact, however, needs no clarification that a strong and prosperous 
Pakistan is in India’s interests, because no matter how strong and big a country 
may be, it cannot remain im~uned from danger if it is situated in an unstable 
area. Serious instability in the area shared by India and Pakisten has been 
created by the invasion of Afghanistan, traditionally a nonaligned country with 
a long history of independence. Although only Pakistan's security and freedom 
are directly endangered, Mr Sharma is correct in saying that any conflagration 
in India’s neighborhood could spread to that country as well.

POLICE CRITICIZED FOR CORRUPTION, INEFFICIENCY IN BHOPALI MURDER INVESTICATION

[Text] The governor of Sind, Lt Gen S. M. Abbasi, has said that a well-known 
terrorist group was responsible for the murder of Zuhurul Hassan Bhopali, member 
of the Advisory Council. The real murderers, however, have not yet been 
identified and every effort is being made to find them. The body of Elias Siddiqui, 
who was also assassinated, has been conclusively identifi u; the delay was due 

to the need for a positive identification. The weapons used in the arsassination, 
according to the governor, were of foreign make and prove that the murder was the 
work of a subversive group. Regarding the entry into Pakistan of assassins and 
saboteurs, the governor said that subversives enter the country from various 
points on the border and that they usually come from the direction of Kabul. He 
said that Karachi has a population of 5.5 million and it is not easy to catch 

a subversive individual without knowing anything about him. The governor said, 
"We do not have Aladdin's lamp to help us catch a subversive no matter where 

he hides." 


It is a matter of satisfaction that the police are diligently investigating the 
assassination of Zuhurul Bhopali and that the governor of Sind is taking 

a personal interest in the matter; the latter fact alone raises the hope that 
this investigation will have some positive results and will not fall victim to 
the police's usual foot dragging and bureaucratic indifference. As for the 
governor's reference to subversive incidents in foreign countries [as published] 
and the helplessness of the police, we would like to say that the police of no 
other country are as helpless as ours, and the real reason for this is that 
owing to their behavior, they do not have the cooperation of the people. There 
were several persons present when Zuhurul Bhopali was shot who witnessed the 
incident, in spite of which it tock the police several days to obtain a 
description of the assassin, the reason being that because of the police's methods, 
the people were afraid to come forward and make a statement. In the Zuhurul 
Bhopali incident, witnesses had to contend with two problems: they distrusted 
the police, and they were afraid of the terrorists. The administration and the 
police authorities should give long and serious thought to why our people fear 
the police as much as they fear murderers and thieves. It is true that ina 
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city such as Karachi, with tts 5.5 million inhabitants, it is not easy to arrest 
a subversive without help from informers. But if the police had gained the 
confidence of the people, every individual would have come forward to give 
information. The fact is that today our police stations and posts are 
sanctuaries for undesirable elements and the police themselves are involved 

in crime. 


During the past week, two incidents were reported of police officers firing at a 
magistrate and the employees of the department for the prevention of bribery 
and running off with the bribe money. The authorities should pay attention 

to this question: “How can the people have any confidence in the police when 
such incidents come to light? Of course, the people's confidence in the 
administration might have been restored if the government had summarily dis- 
missed the police officials responsible for such behavior. But to this day, 

we have not heard that the government has handed out exemplary punishment to 
any police official connected with illegal activity. It is necessary that the 
authorities responsible for law and order reform the police department in order 
to restore mutual trust between the police and the people. 
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CRIME-SUBVERSIVE LINKS IN KARACHI DISCUSSED; POLICE ROLE CRITICIZED

Burglaries Connected With Subversive Activities?"] 


[Text] Once the city of lights and activity, Karachi nowadays is wrapped 
in the evil gloom of fear and terror. After a series of bold murders and 
robberies carried out in broad daylight, Zuhurul Hassan, member of the 
Advisory Council and leader of the Istehkame Pakistan Council [Council for 
a Strong Pakistan], was assassinated on 13 September in an act of open 
terrorism. His atrocious murder has shaken Pakistan's social life; 
wherever people meet, the conversation centers around theft, rape, murder 
and burglary. People look at each other suspiciously and ask, what is 
happening? Do these incidents foreshadow an important event in the 
future? 


The continuous crime over the past few days, which included daylight rob- 
beries and several murders, has struck such fear in the hearts of the city 
residents that they are afraid to venture out of their houses after 10 
o'clock at night. The streets of Karachi, which used to hum with activity 
all night long, nowadays are deserted after 8 p.m.; by 11 o'clock, even 
the busiest roads appear to be under a curfew. Armed police guard every 
intersection and shopping center, and their manner of checking passersby 
conveys the impression that the city is in the grip of an emergency. If a 
friend, relative or acquaintance should happen to knock at the door of 
another friend, relative or acquaintance, the occupants are frightened and 
have to think long and hard before opening the door lest there be robbers 
outside. 


The sudden and abnormal upsurge in the incidence of crime in the city 
occurred when the new Sind 1.G., Mr Dilshad Najmuddin was appointed to the 
post vacated by Arbab Hidayatullah, who was transferred because of the 
abnormal increase in crime during his term of office. One can get an 

idea of how great this increase was by the fact that in the 8 months 
before his transfer, there were 47 burglaries in which robbers stole a 
total of 4.5 million rupees in broad daylight from banks, revenue offices 
and private organizations. There was an outpouring of protests by news- 
papers and the people at the incidence of crime during Arbab Hidayatullah's 
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term of office. As a result, the administration transferred Mr Dilshad 
Najmuddin from Quetta to Karachi to take his place. It was thought that 
this important change in the highest police office would have far- 
reaching results and crime would be controlled. But on 1 September, when 
hardly an hour had passed since the installation in office of the new I.G., 
armed robbers riding a Honda motorcycle snatched 500,000 rupees from the 
GPO cashier who was climbing the stairs with cash intended for employees’ 
salaries. When the cashier, Ghulam Nabi, resisted, the robbers shot and 
wounded him and, mounting their motorcycle, which was a push-start type, 
escaped. The day after this robbery, another large sum of money was 
stolen in the area of Jauharabad; armed thieves stole 150,000 rupees from 
United Distributors. A long series of robberies then began, and eight 
armed thefts occurred in 11 days in which more than 1.9 million rupees 
were stolen. The noteworthy thing about these robberies was that they all 
took place in broad daylight and in the presence of numerous persons. 


The ink on the reports of these robberies was hardly dry when at 1 o'clock 
on 13 September, three unknown subversives entered the office of the 
Istehkame Pakistan Council in the Pechs area, firing Sten guns, and killed 
Zuhurul Hassan Bhopali, Estehkame Pakistan president and a member of the 
advisory board, as well as two other individuals. The assassins escaped 
without leaving any clues as to their identity. Mr Bhopali was meeting 
the public that day in his office; according to eyewitnesses, three sabo- 
teurs arrived in a car at the office of the Estehkame Pakistan Council. 
One of them stayed in the car while the other two entered the office carry- 
ing Sten guns; without saying a word, they opened fire at Mr Bhopali, 
wounding him seriously. He was taken to a hospital, where he died. A 
member of his council, Razaq, from Nawab Shah, died on the spot; a third 
person, who was identified 5 days later, died at the office door. 


Was there any connection between the robberies that took place before 

Mr Bhopali's assassination and the murder itself? This question requires 
lengthy study. Many people believe that the robberies taking place in 
Karachi are part and parcel of the activity of subversive elements who 
stage the robberies to obtain money to continue their terrorist activities. 
Others think that there is absolutely no connection between the robberies 
and subversive acts and that the thefts are the result of the administra- 
tion's leniency and negligence. There is a third group, which holds the 
view that the robberies are the work of imperialist agents who are trying 
to discredit the government by such secret activity. All these points of 
view carry great weight; but in my view, the responsibility rests on the 
police and the police alone. 


I gathered information from police circles following these daylight and 
public robberies. After talking to various people, I discovered that in 
the past Karachi police used to follow this routine: Im all of the 54 
police precincts, a roll of all habitual criminals was kept. Those 
habitual criminals had to report to the police stations every evening. 
After midnight, the leader of the police party patrolling the precinct 
would knock on the door of each of these men with a criminal record, at 
which the man would come out to verify that he was at home. On returning

to the station, the police would enter in the record the fact that they had 
found the habitual criminals at home. I was told that this procedure is 
no longer followed, and habitual criminals are no longer required to report 
to the precinct station nor is their presence at home checked, so that now 
they have a free rein. 


Another reason for the increase in crime is that according to the police 
circles themselves, a number of Karachi police officials, most of whom are 
precinct chiefs, are unhappy with the transfer of 1.G. Arbab Hidayatullah 
and the appointment of a new man in his place. The dissatisfied officials 
are among those who have been transferred or retired recently. 


It is interesting to note that the SHO's [station house officer] of 
Karachi's 54 police precincts have been getting themselves transferred 
from one Karachi precinct to another without any of them ever leaving the 
city. In their transfers inside Karachi, these SHO's have always managed 
to select precincts of their own choice; that is why it is widely believed 
in the city that appointments to police precincts are bought and sold, and 
there seems to be truth to the rumor. It seems that these appointments 
are bought by the precinct chiefs, who pay as much as 100,000 to 400,000 
rupees for the precinct of their choice. Where these individuals obtain 
such sums and to whom they make the payments, no one has as yet tried to 
find out. 


At any rate, Karachi police precinct captains play an important role in 
police “write ups." After living in the same city for many years, they 
are not only well acquainted with every pickpocket, thief, burglar, 
murderer, narcotics peddler, smuggler, prostitute, pimp and black marketeer 
but also have control over them. Hence, when some people say that certain 
police officials are involved in the crimes that have recently taken 
place, they may well be right, because police officials can obtain funds 
for their extravagant living only through such means. Everyone knows how 
much pay a precinct chief receives; it would not even cover the expenses 
of food, electricity and gas. Ome wonders, then, how these police 
precinct captains manage to acquire magnificent, air-conditioned bungalows 
and late-model cars. The amenities and luxuries that the police have 
acquired for themselves affect the performance of other officials and 
even the entire police department. 


One can see how this happens by the fact thet in all incidents of robbery 
and murder, the police always arrive on the scene after everything is over 
and there is nothing left for them to do but draw lines. After the 
assassination attack on Zuhurul Hassan Bhopali on 13 September, the police 
arrived at the Istekhame Pakistan Council after a delay of half an hour; 
and the fingerprinting section arrived at 8 o'clock at night. Even this 
delay might be pardoned; but the negligence of the police can be measured 
by the fact that they did not protect the scene of the crime, and numerous 
persons continued to come and go in the office where Bhopali was assassi- 
nated. The dirt in front of the office was trampled by the feet of persons 
passing to and fro, thus obliterating any tracks left by the car or the 
feet of the perpetrators.

KARACHI UNIVERSITY INTRODUCES CODE OF ETHICS

[Text] The Karachi University has introduced a 25-point code of ethics 
evolved after consultations with the students and teachers to ensure 
congenial academic atmosphere, maintain sanctity of this seat of learning 
and inculcate self-discipline and dignity individually and collectively 
in the premises. 


The Vice-Chancellor of the University Dr Syed Masoom Ali Tirmizi, said the 
prestige of the University suffered serious setback due to growing 
tendency of violence and frequent clashes within the campus between 
various factions of students. In order to stem the rot the teachers and 
the students were taken into confidence to prepare a voluntary code of 
ethics which should be observed scrupulously both individually and 
collectively. 


The Vice-Chancellor appealed to the students to fully cooperate in intro- 
ducing the code of ethics. 


The code of ethics, among other things warned the students that nothing 
against Islamic ideology and the integrity of Pakistan would be tolerated. 
Slogans and activities against Islamic ideology and integrity of Pakistan 
will also not be tolerated. 


It calls upon the students to discourage such students and non-students 
who frequent the campus and indulge in immoral activities. The students 
have been asked to keep strict watch on such elements whose presence 


undermined the prestige of the campus. Such persons must not be given 
any quarter. 


Every student is required to have at least 75 per cent attendance. 


The students have been asked to refrain from such activities in the campus 
which lower the prestige of the university. 


The university should not be used for group politics. The students should 
refrain from damaging the property of the university and using posters and 
slogans which undermine the prestige of the campus. 
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The expelled students from any educational institutions should not be 
encouraged. 


The students have been asked to wear gowns and keep identity cards with 
then. 


The students will not be permitted to carry weapons inside the campus, and 
if anybody was found with weapons he would be liable to strict disciplinary 


action. 


The entry of outsiders in support of any group or faction will not be 
permitted.

DECLINE OF JOURNALISTIC STANDARDS LAMENTED

[Article by Abdul Qadar Hasan: “The Lack of Qualified People in 
Journalism” ] 


[Text] When I took up the profession of journalism some 20 or 25 years ago 
there was an abundance of talented people, but so little employment 
available in the newspapers that even the most excellent journalists 

were continually worried about saving their jobs. I will tell you the 
names of some journalists from that era. This will give you an idea of 
how capable and qualified the people were who put out the newspapers then. 
The editor of NAWA-I-WAOQT was the late Hamid Nizami, and the news editor, 
Zahur Alam Shahid. In the PAKISTAN TIMES and IMhOZ were Faiz Ahmad Faiz, 
Mazhar Ali Khan, Chiragh Hasan Hasrat, Hamid Hashmi, Abdullah Malik and 
many more such people who were not only good journalists but also had a 
point of view about life. The same was true of other newspapers. Mr. 
Altaf Husain was in DAWN. The only news agency was APP and it had 
excellent journalists like A B Azim. These were those serious journalists 
who had made journalism an honorable and respected profession, and who had 
created an atmopshere such that we novices were able, through their 
kindness and instruction, to cover years of experience in a few months. Now 
| have seen the world change so much that newspaper editors wander with lamp 
in hand searching for journalists but can not even find anyone able to 
write two lines correctly with the slightest bit of news sense. There is 
no question of finding someone with enthusiasm and love for the profession 
of journalism. Today, when someone praises me and calls me a great 
journalist, I have to laugh to myself, because if those people who taught 
us how to hold a pen were in journalism today I would have no status at 
all. The death and retirement of our betters have made we lesder people 
great; otherwise we know very well what we are. 


The critical situation the newspaper industry is in onw is very frightening. 
The newspapers are well off in regard to their finances but are paupers in 
regard to the strength of their personnel. Capital has always been 
necessary for newspapers, but up to a certain point. Beyond this, the 
newspaper is made by people, not by money. Sahgal, Daud and Nasir-i 

Sheikh have entered our newspaper industry, and they have all fled, 

because the only thing they had was money. The people who stayed in the 














now paper world were those who had only a Little money but who knew 
journalism, and it is because of the wealth of their art that their 
newspapers are alive today. Now their art has given them capital wealth 
as well, and we have the strange situation that those newspapers which, 
because of their art, have been more successful than those with greater 
capital, are nor becoming bereft of that very artistic wealth. The 
editors of a large journalistic institution in Karachi had planned to 
publish an edition of their Urdu newspaper from Lahore, and they presented 
this proposal to the owner of the establishment. He told them to go to 
Lahore and arrange for the entire staff of the newspaper, and then he 
would give permission to put out the newspaper. But they were unable to 
find the staff for a new newspaper in Lahore. The most recent example of 
this dearth of qualified men in the newspaper world is Lahore's English 
newspaper which is thirsting for an editor and is unable to find anyone 
qualifie for this superior post. If someone or other could be considered 
this qualified, he would be the equal of the superior of those in charge 
of appointing someone to this high post. But the truth is that there is 
no such fresh, talented person who could without hestitation be given the 
leadership of this newspaper and also be acceptable to all. 





The army and government officials have brought this age of decline upon 
journalism. During Ayub Khan's martial law a few officials controlled 
everything. One such was Qudratullah Shahab. The Progressive Papers 
(the PAKISTAN TIMES, IMROZ) were nationalized during his time. In those 
days, 1 worked in a weekly belonging to that institution, the LAIL-O-NAHAR. 
Mr. Ashfaq Ahmad was made our editor. He was a writer, not a newspaper 
man. He did not even know the meaning of AFP. We both laughed and wept. 
Accordingly, I fled from the ignorance there and returned to NAWA-I-WAQT. 
My companions showed more courage. AFter Ashfaq Ahmad came the late Sufi 
Tabassam; and he departed after having brought out the last issue of LAIL- 
O-NAHAR. After the PPL incident the Press Trust was established, and 
whatever else may have resulted from this, after journalism came under the 
control of officials, people began to be employed in the newspapers on 
the basis of personal intercession and influence. The person whe 
couldn't find government employment, who couldn't make any headway 
anyplace else, became a journalist. Before this the people who entered 
journalism were those who, after due consideration and with full 
determination and enthusiasm, wanted to adopt this profession. They 
could have found employment anywhere, but they chose journalism with its 
small salary. Let us say that they were born journalists. They had 
everything--a good education, capability--but an ill-paid job. The 
readers will be astonished if I say that after the establishment of the 
Press Trust there has not been a true journalist produced in this country. 
Merit in journalism ended the day the government became the owner of 
journalism. Today the newspapers have large presses, the most modern 
machinery and beautiful buildings; the staff have large salaries; and the 
newspapers have bank balances. The late Mr Nizami had asked me, "Do you 
have a cycle?" And I had arranged for a cycle with great difficulty. 
Today I have a car, and the same is true of many of my companions. But 
despite the wealth and material goods of the owners, and the considerably 
sutstantial benefits afforded the employees, the printed word is in 
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mstances. Our teachers could never have conceived of 
news, articles and other writings in the news-

ers today are of poor quality and are substandard. Even today I have

for me to read when | retire? An abundance of colorful pages and the 
hy faces of the journalists are fine in their 
ywn place, but the newspaper is not to look at, it is to read.

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PROBLEMS IN TRIBAL AREAS 
Lahore NAWA-I-WAQT in Urdu 12 Nov 82 p 3 


{Article by Shakar Allah Khan Afridi: “Problems of the Tribal Areas: 
A Much Better Administration Should Be Supplied for the Sake of Prosperity”) 


[Text] Sometimes there are news items about our tribal areas in the news- 
papers which make the Pakistani reader wonder whether the item is really 
about an area of Pakistan. It is true that, like otherprovinces, the tribal 
areas too are faced wf®® various problems. Nevertheless, if we look 
closely we will reach the conclusion that in fact these problems are due to 
the colonial system which Pakistan inherited. The strange thing is that 
there have continually been appointed a few corrupt officials who have 
caused further deterioration in the situation rather than remedying it. 
Such officials are not fully acquainted with the tribal region and do not 
know the region's past, its traditions, or anything of its customs. When 
their subordinates see this, they adopt the same behavior, as a result of 
which the subordinates working in the political agencies also (by the grace 
of God) become owners of large houses, buses and trucks. Their children 
are studying in educational institutions so superior that even princes 
cannot think of studying there. Since the establishment of Pakistan only 
one clerk has been punished, and now the situation is such that corrupt 
clerks accept bribes as though it were their right. Unfortunately 
inexperienced and in some cases incapable officials depend on just such 
clerks to cover up their lack of capability. This makes these clerks as 
bold as emperors, and they become free of any fear of punishment or revenge 
and begin to do whatever they like. When the evil begins from below then, 
"it goes beyond the wall even to the Pleiades.” If we do some research 

we will find that the people appointed in tribal offices are those who do 
not have a good reputation in their own areas. Since they cannot ensnare 
the influential and respectable people, their method of operation is to 
arrange for the signatures of higher euthorities on work yielding 
privileges and material benefits for some unimportant people and then- 
selves hold a share in the work. This way they are kept apart from it 

and cannot be implicated. 
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he President of Pakistan General Zia ul Haq has appealed to the public to 
oint owt corruption and bribery wherever they may occur in society. Now 
onsider, how may the public, even though sympathetic to this appeal, 
have the temerity to implicate high-powered officials unless they have full 
ifeguards, particularly since these kinds of officials have a strong and 
firm lobby which is partial to them and in which they protect each other. 
So these corrupt practices continue. The public stcres but is silent. It 
ees everytning but can say nothing, because it is its everyday experience 
that the wrongdoer is mot punished. Rather, the large houses are still 
built, the bank balances are added to, and "God's grace” is upon the 
wrongdoer. This observation has wounded the confidence of the public. 
there is only one cure for this, and that is that the government should give 
its particular attention to this, and make arrangements to solve this 
serious national problem on a priority basis. The political system of the 
tribal areas is a stumbling block on this path. The decision of the 
political agent is the last work in the tribal areas. His decisions can 
onty be appealed to the commissioner, and since the political agent's 
decisions are usually taken with the advice of the commissioner, any appeal 
is useless. The people are afraid that if they point out some corruption 
or bribery the clerk-emperor can have them arrested on a false charge and 
have them punished, and unless the political agent declares them innocent 
there is no law to save them from punishment. Remember that in the tribal 
areas laws Like FCR are still in effect, and often the tribal juries feel 
themselves ineffective due to the influence of the political agent. If a 
portion of the funds set aside for the prosperity of the tribal areas 
disappesrs before being spent for this purpose, the tribal juries cannot 
isk for an audit of those for whom the funds were appropriated as this would 
bring the lives, property and honor of the tribal peopl» into danger. 
However, it would be an injustice if we did not praise some of the better 
work of the Tribal Progressive Corporation, because ever since a senior 
tribal official took charge of it, it has been transformed. One 
conclusion we can draw from this is that whenever the tribal people have 
been given responsibility they have fulfilled their duties with full 
responsibility and honesty. If only it had been so in the past, then there 
would not have been the fear that tens of millions of rupees would be 
wasted. If we do some research, several of those “behind the veil” will 
»e unveiled. The present government should plan the use of whatever 
funds are supplied for the tribal areas with the advice of the respected 
leaders in the area so that the proper use may be made of the funds and 
the public may truly benefit from them. As several valuable lives have been 
lost in disputes over land transfers, in addition to material loss, 
needless delay and lack of action on the decisions made according to the 
overnment records do not solve the problem but rather make it worse and 
itso destroy the confidence of the public. There is great need for a 
detailed and realistic scrutiny of all these problems. 


Fidnapping and car theft are problems of the tribal areas which trouble 

people in other provinces and give this area a bad name. They should be 
stopped, because they bring disgrace and infamy to this area and give the 
irdinary Pakistani and incorrect impression about our tribal area. There 
is this problem, and there are the fights over land which have been going 
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on tor years and whese records are in the government offices but which are 
still umenmding. The demand of the «tribes is that a high level team be 
established which can determine how many land disputes there are in each 
tribal area, how long they have been delayed, and why no decision has been 
taken on them. The entirety of the tribes is agreed and in unity in feeling 
that in order to solve their national troubles and very serious national 
problems it is essential that a separate secretariat be established for 
them. 


Since the establishment of Pakistan the people of the tribal areas have 
been under complex systems of authority like the provinces and center, and 
becasse of being in several different provincial and central systems of 
authority at once, have been deprived of a more effective and active 
administration. An effective administration is the only foundation for 

a country’s firm progress and prosperity. Some government workers and 
bureaucrats of a particular bent of mind have always kept the represent- 
atives and leaders of the tribes at a distance from the heads of the 
provincial and national administrations. So far as the tribal courts and 
the government tribal juries are concerned, since the time of the English 
only yes-men have been invited to join them. Due to the civil servant's 
wrong advix personal motives and suggestions, the real representatives 
who are the respected leaders of the tribes are not invited. Only those 
people are invited who will for the most part play the role of silent 
spectators, who will not bring important problems and national matters to 
the notice of the president or governor, and who will sing the praises of 
the civil servants. The tribes also claim that because of bad and corrupt 
administration, their own ideal society is being destroyed according to a 
conscious scheme. The requests and practical struggles and demands of the 
people are ignored without reason. It is the goal of the tribes that the 
administration not have ties with disreputable and evil people and not 
protect such people. Nor should they show partiality to such people as 
have dishonored the tribes. Thus they should stop car theft. The t1 ibes 
have at every time and in every way given practical aid and cooperation on 
the national level. Also, those officials who have brought every kind of 
social evil into the tribal areas should be investigated. Thus, in 
accordance with the demand of the nation, the government should also make 
a List of such incapable and corrupt officials so that there will no longer 
be an opportunity for such hostile elements to be prutected and encouraged. 
It is the position of all the tribes, and they say so to the government, 
that the snuggling of intoxicating drugs and various other social evils 
have for the most part come into the tribal areas from the cities by way 
of corrupt administration. For example, the VCR, gambling, car theft, 
giving refuge to kidnappers and fugitives as well as other evils enter 

the boundaries of the tribal areas from the cities. Where there are more 
legal institutions, there crime, smuggling, social evils, burglary, theft, 
murder, etc. are greater. One can give the government records for the 
tribal and urban areas as proof. in addition, there is smuggling in the 
tribal areas because of the international smugglers in Karachi and Lahore. 
Everyone knows that if che international smugglers in the big cities were 
stopped the few small scale smugglers in the tribal areas would stop of 
themselves Secause they are dependant on the international smugglers in 
Karachi and Lahore. Here it should be remembered that the tribal area is 
a sensitive area. The very temperament of people here is different. The 
climate here, the rocky hills, the tradition of bravery, the confrontation 
with the British, and several other elements are a part of this temperament.

Addressing the 3lst annual dinner meeting of the Pakistan Society as the 
guest of honour at the Cafe Royal in London on Nov. 23, he hoped that a 
solution of the problem will be found and the refugees will return home, 
according to a message received from London yesterday. 


Mr. Arthur Bottomley recalled his association with the Parliamentary 
Missions which went to the Subcontinent in the 1930's and 1940's for 
constitutional negotiations and his meeting with the political leaders, 
including Quaid-i-Azam Mohammad Ali Jinnah. 


Mr. Bottomley complimented Pakistan on its achievements, especially in the 
economic field. He welcomed the recent meeting between President Zia-ul- 


Haq and Prime Minister Indira Gandhi in New Delhi and hoped that it would 
lead to understanding and cooperation between the two neighbours. He said 
he would be very happy if Pakistan returns to the fold of the Commonwealth. 


Mr. Bottomley praised the good qualities of the immigrants from the Sub- 
continent, including Pakistan, and praised their contribution to British 
economy and social life. 


Sir Frederic Bennett, Chairman of the Pakistan Society, paid rich compli- 
ments to Pakistan on its economic performance in recent years and lauded 
Pakistan for bearing the burden of the upkeep of three million refugees 
so courageously. He also hoped that Pakistan will return to the Common- 
wealth in view of the strong ties of friendship between Pakistan and UK. 


Earlier, the Pakistan Ambassador, Mr. Ali Arshad addressed the dinner meet- 


ing. About 300 guests, including some eminent MPs attended the annual 
dinner of the Pakistan Society.--APP.

\Text| A recent report by the Bank of Thailand has disclosed that an important 
source of income for Thailand is the Middle East. 


Tens of thousands of unemployed Thais, poor workers from the rural areas and 
skilled technicians have placed their hopes for a new life in the Middle East 
and gone there to work. Some have been disappointed and others have met a 
fate they never expected. But such people form only a tiny handful as compared 
with the great majority who have been able to make large sums of money from 
their hard work and return to their homeland quite well-off financially. 

This report form the Bank of Thailand said that the income of :he workers 

in the Middle East in 1979 was 1,296 million baht, which rankeo lith in income 
earned from exports. 


In 1980, the income earned by laborers in the Middle East increased to 4,222 
million bhat. This was eighth in income earned from exports. 


In 1981, the income earned by laborers in the Middle East was 6,732 million 
baht, which was eighth in income earned from exports. 


As for 1982, during the first 5 months of the year, the income earned by laborers 
in the Middle East was 3,263 million baht, which rose to seventh place [in 
foreign earnings]. 


Concerning sources of income from labor in 1981, this report stated that Saudia 
Arabia was the most important source followed, in order, by Israel, Libya, 
Iraq, Kuwait and Qatar.

LABOR LEADER CHARGED IN LESE MAJESTE OFFENSE AGAINST CROWN PRINCE 
Bangkok KHAO CHATURAT in Thai 1 Nov 82 pp 41-43

Blocked" } 


.Excerpt] For the past month, Sanan Wongsuti, the president of the Workers’ 

Council of Thailand, or “Minor Council " as it is known, has not been seen 
anywhere. Government officials felt that this indicated that he ‘ad "fled 

from arrest by officials.” Then he was arrested in the early morning of 15 

October. And before noon that same day, he was jailed at the Phetchaburi provincial 
police station in cha-Am District. 


Before he disappeared, Sanan received an “invitation” from the chief inspector 
at the provincial police station in Cha-Am District to surrender in a case 
involving charges of “committing lese majeste against the crown prince.” This 
alarmed him very much. Even though Sanan had known some of the complexities 

of this problem before this, he did not think that the problem was that serious. 


At the end of May, the council of which Sanan is president conducted a seminar 
to educate workers at the Saeng Thong Resort on the Cha-Am coast. This was 

the beginning of a great problem. Because at one point in the discussion, 
claims a witness, Sanan made insulting remarks about the crown prince. 


Sanan realized that there was a problem about 2 weeks after the seminar since 

he received a summons to appear for investigation from Section 4, Division 2, 
Special Branch Division, which is responsible for matters concerning the activities 
of laborers. At this stage, Sanan still thought that this was a minor matter 
Since the officials who summoned him for interrogation always talked in a 
comforting way. Sanan thought that the Special Branch Division was conducting 

the investigation in order to file the results away for monitoring his movements 
later on. If he were not guilty of the charges, there would not be any problem. 
Furthermore, the way the matter was handled by the Special Branch Division 

made Sanan think that this was a normal political matter. And he had some 

close friends who were in high government positions who would vouch for his 
behavior. Even more important, Sanan thought that those conducting the investiga- 
tion wire aware of the conflicts in his council and that those who had filed 
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this complaint against him were opponents with whom he was having conflicts. 
This point indicates the intention to involve the highest institution ina 
political game. 


Sanan became more afraid when the investigation by Special Branch Division 
oficials became more intense. But it appeared that the problem would disappear 

as he had expected because, when Special Branch Divsion officials concluded 

their investigation, the matter died down. But his fear became much greater 

when he was “asked” to appear and the chief inspector at the provincial police 
Station in Cha-Am District informed him that, after the Special Branch Division 
concluded its investigation, the case file was sent to the Legal division. 

And when the Legal Division considered the testimony of the man who had confirmed 
that Sanan had actually spoken in an insulting manner about the crown prince, 

it turned the case over to local police officials. 


Chaturat has followed this case since the beginning and has learned that the 
notification to arrest Sanan was the crystallization of the conflict among 

the labor leaders and that it was connected to cementing relations between 
labor leaders and several people with state power who work in this sector. 
Concerning the relations between the labor leaders and those with state power, 
particularly from the military, on one hand this occurred naturally since 
people at the 'eadership level cannot avoid associating with people in various 
circles. On the other hand, some of the labor leaders have intentionally promoted 
relations. Concerning this problem, Sanan is a well-known leader who was driven 
into a corner and finally arrested without labor leaders taking any position 

on tnis. 


The conflict within the “minor council” became more intense just prior to 

the election of a new executive committee, which was held on 25 September. 

The conflict was between Sanan, the old president, and an opposition group 

led by Wichian Siwichian, Aphai Kundamrong, Bunchuai Klaokrathok and Narong 
Kochiraphan. The conflict resulted in both factions bitterly condemning each 
other both privately and publicly. And the matter of Sanan being arrested 

was the most serious act aimed at destroying the opposing faction. A Chaturat 
news source said that, concerning the testimony against Sanan, Bunchuai was 

the ringleader behind this, and he was the only leader of that group who attended 
the seminar. 


As for Sanan, when this internal dispute arose, he was in a rather isolated 
position because, in carrying on activities in the past, he was trapped in 

a position of strife with the labor leaders who had strong political views. 

This resulted in people viewing him as a right-wing labor leader and the stooge 

of the government. Thus, he was not trusted by laborers very much. Sanan was 
constantly attacked as being the nireling of this or that capitalist or politician. 
The group most in opposition to Sanan on this matter was the Phaisan-Ekachai 

group, which is now the Labor Federation of Thailand. At the same time, the 
Sawat-Amat group, which is an opponent of Phaisan, was not an offshoot of 

Sanan's group. It can be said that Sanan was not on the same political path 
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as the leaders of the two groups who had the support of the majority of the 
laborers who belonged to the various labor unions. At the same time, his image 
as a fighter for the laborers was fading. Thus, confidence in Sanan'‘s ability 
to carry out the labor tasks eroded, unlike the recognition given his personal 
capabilities. 


Even though other leaders viewed Sanan as “belonging to a different group,” 
everyone admitted that he was a labor leader who had very great personal capabili- 
ties. His knowledge of labor matters, his experience at various echelons and 

his proficiency at foreign labguages enabled him to survive.Even though he 

was not good at primary level mass activities, he was able to form a labor 
council, and he had good relations with international labor organizations. 


His differences with the other labor leaders and the fact that he was a person 
whose political views were not in strong opposition to the state powers frequently 
resulted in Sanan being chosen by those with state power to serve as the labor 
representative. For example, in having a labor leader come discuss matters 

on television, those responsible chose Sanan, and this too increased his isolation 
from other leaders and further increased the fear of the laborers, who felt 

that the state was not being honest with the workers. Sanan's image declined 

in accord with the rumors that he was close to certain powerholders who were 
responsible for the security of the state. Based on all this, when Sanan was 
arrested, one person who has followed the labor movement concluded that if 

it is not a matter of “rightwingers killing rightwingers,” then it means that 
Sanan has lost so much power that he is no longer important in the eyes of 

those responsible for security. Because of this and because of the fact that 

the labor leader centers were dispersed, those responsible for security were 
easily able to use other groups. Previously, the labor leader center was divided 
into two factions. As for the situation at that time, one faction was the 

faction that held strong views and that was involved with the student movement ; 
the other faction, that is, Sanan's faction, was not like this. Thus, state 
officials had to form a close relationship with Sanan. Also, in the present 
political situation, the labor groups are dispersed and so many of the labor 
leaders and state officials have naturally formed a closer relationship. Concerning 
this , besides reducing the importance of Sanan, it is also connected to the 
struggle to become the “man” of those officials. This situation, added to 

the case involving the highest institution, has resulted in Sanan being rather 
isolated since his arrest. 


But even though he is a leader without a firm mass base, Sanan has something 

else instead and that is his personal capabilities. His ability to build relation- 
ships with international labor organizations and his experience in working 

with people at various echelons will probably enable him to remain a labor 

leader who is just as important as the other leaders. 





Another problem for Sanan'‘s role is that, while he is already viewed as a 
right-wing leader, recently, as the internal conflict became more and more 
intense, people began to form another image of him too. This has resulted 
because of his close relations with foreign organizations, among which is 
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an organization from the socialist bloc. The office that contacts Sanan is 
located in Vietnam. At a time when political relations between Thailand and 
Vietnam are still very tense, no labor leader dares to have real relations 
with Vietnamese laborers. Thus, contacts with Thai laborers by Vietnamese 
laborers are made through Sanan. 





When he first began to be investigated by the Special Branch Division, Sanan 
told Chaturat that his relations with Vietnam would probably increase the 

desire of security officials to take action against him. However, there is 

no clear evidence against him. Actually, Sanan does not have relations only 

with the "Vietnamese faction.” He has a good command of English and his life 

in political circles has enabled him to gain much knowledge of the situation. 
Also, he has always been willing to talk with politicians from every group. 
Because of these things, Sanan has constantly been in contact with and exchanged 
views with the diplomats of certain countries such as England and Singapore. 
Furthermore, many military intelligence officials have had long-lasting relations 
with Sanan.

4TH ARMY INTELLIGENCE CHIEF PROFILED, DESCRIBES SOUTHERN OPERATIONS 
Bangkok KHAO CHATURAT in Thai 1 Nov 82 pp 4, 5 
{Articl:: "The Future of the ‘Intelligence Chief’"] 


|Excerpt) Today, it is necessary to introduce an important officer in the 

Fourth Army Area who is responsible for intelligence activities. It can be 

said that he is one of the few “chiefs” in the army. He has been involved 

in this work ever since he was with the Second Army Area. And when his old 

boss became the commanding general of the Fourth Army Area in Nakhon Sithammarat 
at the end of 1981, he was transferred there and put in charge of this work. 
This is a good testimony to his capabilities. Thus, Chaturat could hardly 

wait to ask “Aet,” Colonel Thammarak Isarangkun Na Ayuthaya, to talk about 

his work after having done such a thankless job for so long. 


"Oh. You've come again. There is no news today. You've already taken everything.” 
That was the informal greeting that “Aet” used with the “younger reporters” 

who went to ask of news or the most recent reports on the situation when the 
Fourth Army Area launched its major operation to wipe out the CPT at Camp 508 

at the beginning of last year. At that time, Colonel Thammarak was responsible 
for all intelligence activities of the operation. Thus, it is no surprise 

that on many occasions he refused to answer when reporters besieged him with 
questions about future plans, or “moves,” to be implemented by the army. “How 

can I give you an answer? These things are still secret. Why don't you ask 
something that I can answer?” 


Colonel Thammarak is a member of Class 10, Chulachomklao Royal Military Academy. 
He studied communications, graduating in 1964. He went to work at the Army 
Operations Center, which is considered to be the “nerve center” of the army. 
Then in 1969, he went to live with his brother in Savannakhet as a lieutenant 
attached to Premier Souvanna Phouma, who was greatly impressed by him. He 
served there until 1972 when he returned to attend the Armed Forces Staff 
College. He graduated from there at the end of 1973 and went to serve with 

the Second Army Area in the intelligence field. It was there that he worked 

with [then] Colonel Han Linanon, who was then the head of the operations section. 
At the beginning of 1974, he was made assistant to the intelligence chief. 

This is the same period in which then Colonel Athit became the commander of 

the 23rd Infantry Regiment. His experiences here taught him a lot, particularly 
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the political lessons taught to him by “Han.” In 1976, his intelligence 
directorate was transferred from the Second Army Area back to the Army Operations 
Center. He served as chief of staff of the Intelligence Directorate. And at 

the end of 1981, he was transferred and made chief of intelligence in the 


south. 


“Intelligence work is very detailed work; it requires patience and understanding. 
Those engaged in such work must have lofty ideals and be very sacrificing. 
Intelligence work is very important. If there is good intelligence, the operations 
will go well. Based on planning and as a person who is in the intelligence 

field, you have to be able to analyze intelligence, not just collect intelligence.” 


Something that has been accepted about last year's operations by the Fourth 
Army Area is the victory over the CPT in the area. “Aet” talked about this 
matter in concrete terms in order to point out the present situation. He said 
that the “CPT is much weaker. To be strong, they must have a strong army and 
secure military bases. But during the past period, we have attacked all of 
their secure bases. At present, they have no more secure bases left in the 

south. As for the united front, it has suffered severe losses because of our 
political offensive under the Tai Rom Yen policy. The existing forces cannot 

be expanded or developed and so they have had to return to guerrilla activities. 
That is, they have had to return to carrying on terrorist activities. For 

the army to survive, they must eve bases for their squads and companies. 

If they lose their secure bases, they must live with the masses in the villages. 
Since they no longer have any bases, that is, since they no longer have an 
army, they must turn to guerrilla activities again. The problem that remains 
now is that, if we can eliminate the war factors, we will win a decisive victory.” 
He also pointed out that “however, this does not mean that there will not 

be any terrorism. They are able to carry out acts of terror. We must look 

at the whole and not just one part. It will be much better if we can see the 
“big picture.” Finished speaking, he raised his arms to indicate the scope 

of the “big picture.” 


Intelligence activities cannot be separated from having local sources of informa- 
tion. “Aet” admitted this and talked about sources of information, or 
“informers.” He said that “some of our information is obtained from defectors, 
who help «= » lot. Sometimes, the information we obtain is very pertinent. 

Take Camp . in Kanchanakit District, for example. We made surprise attacks 

on four to five targets in this area. We just went in quickly,” he said while 
making gestures like a conductor of a large orchestra in order to give a picture 
of rusing in quickly as he had said. And because of the important role of 

these infromers, the officials had to give them special protection. But even 

SO, one was killed and two others were seriously wounded for betraying the 
party, the organization and the people in the Surat Thani area.

PM ADVISOR: PARLIAMENT COULD BE DISSOLVED, COUP UNLIKELY

{Interview with Dr Wathanyu Na Thalang, the chairman of the Prime Minister's 
Advisory Council: “There Will Not Be a Coup, But Parliament Could Be Dissolved"; 
date and place not specified] 


[Text] [Question] As a person who is close to the prime minister, at the present 
time, how likely do you think it is that the elections will actually be held 
in the coming period? 


[Answer] That is a difficult question to answer. I will respond by talking 

about his not running for election and his not joining a political party. 

He has clearly stated his reasons for this. As for what he will do, I am sure 
that he will not run for election or join 4 political party. This is because 

he is fully aware of all the problems. He knows that being prime minister 

is not an easy job; it is a heavy burden. He has done a lot already. By nature, 
he is not ambitious. Thus, he was correct to talk like that. Because politically, 
being prime minister is the highest political position that a person can reach. 
Thus, he must limit himself to this. He cannot do anything more than this. 

If he did, this would cause a split in the government. 


[Question] Thus, is there a possibility of the prime minister actually resigning? 


[Answer] Since he took this position, he wants to carry out his duties until 
his term expires. 


{Question] If this is the case, it indicates that he is probably looking for 
someone to replace him -- or has a successor already been found? 


[Answer] Concerning the matter of a successor, this is a matter for the people 

to decide. And the people will decide through parliament. This is the democratic 
way, and the prime minister respects the democratic way. I am not in a position 

to discuss the matter of a successor since our system of government is a democratic 
system with the king at the head. It is parliament that elects the prime minister. 
The person who will be the next prime minister must have the confidence of 
parliament, not Prime Minister Prem. 
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[\Qvestion}] Concerning the dissolution of parliament and the elections, if 
parliament is dissolved, perhaps the prime minister will change his mind about 
running for election. What is the view of the prime minister and the advisory 
council on this? 


[Answer! We are not sure about this because he has not prepared a political 
base. Concerning parliamentary politics, he has not made any preparations. 

I would also like to say that we feel that this parliament has completed its 
term since the general session has been officially closed. The cabinet has 
concluded its session too. In other countries, parliament would already have 
been dissolved in order to give people a chance to campaign and meet the people 
and to save time and allow the government to put together a better team faster. 





[Question] But there are frequently exceptions. 


[Answer] The prime minister respects the laws and regulations and will definitely 
not exert pressure on anyone. 


[Question] It is sometimes said that he used the weaknesses of the election 
and political systems to gain power. 


{Answer|] That is not true. He became prime minister because we asked him to 
take this position. He did not make any plans to gain this position. 


[Question] Actually, this is one method in a democratic system. in foreign 
countries, the government runs for election in the next election. 


[Answer] That's right. If the prime minister were really interested in staying 
in politics, he would probably run for election and form his own political 
party or join some other party. But since he has no further intentions, he 

has to do as he is doing. 


[Question] Concerning the case involving the deputy minister of commerce, 
Mr Thawee Kraikhup, is this a crisis that will lead to parliament being dissolved? 


[Answer] It shouldn't be. I think that this involves certain people only. 
It does not involve the government. 


[Question] There is talk that this may lead to a coup. 


|Answer] I do not think that there will be a coup. I am confident that there 

won't be. But parliament cannot be dissolved anytime [the government] wants. 

The government would not do this. It depends on whether a parliamentary session 

is convened in order to discuss some important legislation for governing the 
country or for carrying out other things in accord with the policies. If this 
legislation generates conflicts that cannot be resolved and if this is legislation 
that was proposed by the government and parliament, especially the House of 
Representatives, does not concur and proposes a motion to defeat the government, 
the government will have to resign. Because if it is defeated on the motion, 
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this is the democratic way. Or if the government is confident of this legislation, 
in principle, parliament must be dissolved. Why? In order to have the people, 

the citizens, decide. They must decide by electing MPs. The MPs will belong 

to political parties. When campaigning, the political parties that agree with 

the government’s policies will use these policies as a way to make the people 
understand. And if the people agree, they will elect these parties. Those 

groups that do not agree will elect those parties that do not agree. Whichever 
way the vote goes will be considered to be the decision, or preference, of 

the people. 


‘OQvestion] If this is the case, there will be elections before the term expires. 


[Answer] Yes. That is, if parliament is dissolved, elections must be held 
in accord with tne old method. 


iQuestion] Which election method do you think is more in accord with democracy, 
the old method or the new method? 


|Answer| Answering in accord with how I voted in parliament as a senator, 
I am in favor of the old method. 


[Question] Why did you vote to use the old system? 


[Answer] Concerning the ressons, I think that the press has already printed 
the views of people on this. I don’t need to repeat this. 


[Question] Does this indicate that you already foresee what the results of 
a joint-zone, joint-number type election will be? 


[Answer] I think it is too soon for Thailand at the present time. But regardless 
of what type of election is used, the government will be affected. Because 

if no side wins a majority, there will have to be a coalition government, 

which has been the norm. 


[Question] Do you think that the decisions of the prime minister must still 
be tied to a military base [of support]? 


Answer] I think that this is a reality that everyone, and not just Prime 
Minister Prem, must show an interest in. Everyone msut admit that the military 


important; the soldiers are citizens too. 


|Question| At present, do you feel that the military will play a great role 
in the state enterprises? 


‘Answer| I think that the military will intervene just to solve the problems 
but only for a temporary period. 


jOvestion|] There is talk of another coup. 


Answer] I don’t think there will be a coup. 
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[Question] At present, whenever 4 crime is committed, it seems thatthe Narasing 
Unit gets there before the police. 





{Answer} Yes. But from the standpoint of cooperation, isn‘t this better? 
The population has reached 48 million people, with Bangkok alone having a 
population of 5-6 million people. Its not like 30-40 years ago when there 
were only several million people. There are now many problems. 


[Question] But the result has been almost automatic authoritarianisnm. 
[Answer] I don't think so. They are just helping to restore order more quickly. 
[Question] Things are being done as if the military can solve all the problems. 


[Answer] I don’t think that is so. I think he will take action only when requested; 
he will not do thing indiscriminately. 


[Question] Is there a possibility that the prime minister would be willing 
to serve aS prime minister again? 


[Answer] I cannot say whether he is willing or not. This depends on many factors. 
No one can say whether he is ready to do so, particularly since he has done 
sO much already and wants to rest. 


[Question] At present, there are many comments to the effect that the prime 
minister is avoiding the elections in order to become prime minister again 
uSing the old methods. Thus, it is thought that if he is pressured or if the 
country wants him to run for election, he might reconsider. 


[Answer|) This depends on public opinion. He would have to consider matters. 
Don't forget that he is a patriotic Thai. If this were actually the desire 

of the majority of the people, and not just a tiny minority, and if the majority 
of the people made him feel that this was their real desire and that he could 
help solve the problems, I am sure that he would have to reconsider things. 


[Question] Has the advisory council ever advised the prime minister about 
running for election? 


[Answer] Proposals were made based on the studies of how many election forms 
there would be after the present session of parliament comes to an end. If 

the elections are held after the temporary provisions have expired, the elections 
must be held in accord with the constitution and they would be held in June. 
As for the other form, if political events actually exert pressure to dissolve 
parliament, there will probably have to be an election in accord with the 

old form; the temporary provisions will still be in effect. There are only 

two forms. It all depends on what happens politically. As for the advisory 
council, we wanted him to run for election. That is what the advisory council 
wanted. We weighed the advantages and disadvantages for him. But he decided 
not to run and not to play politics anymore. That is his right. 
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\Question] At present, has anything happened that would cause parliament to 
be dissolved before the elections? 


|[Answer| There are some indications from the fact that several MPs have expressed 
certain opinions. They have made verbal statements and expressed their views 
in the mass media. These things indicate that there is a desire for this to 


nappen. 


[Question] What is your view on the things that the Prem government has done? 


[Answer] Now? I think that when the political situation is like it is today, 
the ministers who came from parliament and from the political parties must 
return to their provinces and explain things to the people. That is one thing. 
And this is the start of a new fiscal year. The amount of work at the beginning 
and at the end of a fiscal year is not the same. Fewer matters are taken up 

by the cabinet. In particular, the amount of work concerning fiscal approvals 
decreases. 


[Question!] Before General Prem announced whether he would run for election, 
the secretary-general of the prime minister, Lieutenant General Chantharakhup, 
announced that he [Prem] would run for election. But just 2-3 days later, 

Prem announced just the opposite. In addition, the RTA CINC said that, if 

it were he, he would not run. All this has given rise to questions. 


[Answer] I don't see anything to be suspicious about. He did not say whether 

he would run or not. He is easy-going. The secretary-general of the prime 
minister announced this based on his own assumptions. As for the RTA CINC, 

he too voiced an assumption based on his own personal view. Since two conflicting 
views had been expressed, Prem knew that maintaining a position of neutrality, 
that is stating clearly that he would not run for election, would please all 

the political parties. 


[Question] If the prime minister had run for election, particulariy in Korat, 
this would have given him an opportunity to become prime ministe< again without 
incuring any criticism at all. This raises the question of why he didn't run. 





[Answer] Exactly! Because he lived in Korat for so long, the people of Korat 
love and respect him. If he ran in Korat, it would be natural for him to win. 
But I don't think you should be suspicious since he has clearly stated that 
he doesn’t want anything more.

RTAF CAPABILITLES, FPOREIGN EQUIPMENT NOTED

{[Article: “The Air Force Is Confident About Being Able to Defend the Country's 
Airspace and Is Prepared to Support a Total Defense Strategy”] 


[Text] Based on an estimate of a possible enemy offensive against Thailand, 

it is thought that there are two possibilities: an invasion from abroad, which 
would be in the form of a war launched by a neighboring country that would 

cross the border into Thailand, and an internal war, which would be in the 

form of infiltrating and mobilizing the Thai people to have them rise up and 
kill each other but which would be secretely supported and directed by a foreign 
country. 


Since the Indochina countries, particularly Vietnam, have moved military forces 
close to the Thai border, with Vietnam stationing approximately 50,000 troops 

in Laos and approximately 200,000 troops in Kampuchea, which has greatly increased 
the likelihood of 4 war, and since 4 great power, that is, China, is supporting 
the CPT in its infiltration and internal subversion activities, while defending 
the country from both types of enemies is the duty of all Thais, it cannot 

be denied that this is the responsibility mainly of the military. 


Regardless of the type Of war, the forces that are in a high state of readiness 
and that have broad capabilities in destroying both the defensive and offensive 
forces of the enemy include the air forces for which the Royal Thai Air Force 
is responsible. Thus, the current capabilities of the air force must constantly 
be assessed and evaluated. 


An Internal Offensive, Defend Against the Threat From the Outside 


In countering the domestic infilitration and mass mobilization activities 

ofthe CPT or other terrorist groups, the main burden rests with the government 
and civilian sectors, which must try to reduce the war factors in the various 
spheres, including the economic, political and social spheres, and reach an 
understanding with the people in order to win the support of the people. The 
military's task is to suppress the armed forces of the terrorists. As for 

the air force, it must prepare sufficient forces to support regional suppression 
operations. For example, it must procure several types of aircraft that can 
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’ ssec to attack terrorists or eliminate regional forces. Such aircraft include 
A~ 3° Laght-attack aircraft, OV-10, T-286 and AU-23 Peacemaker multi-purpose 
tagnhter aircraft. The number of aircraft presently on hand are considered 
sutficient to give support to other forces such as the army, navy and border 
patro. police. Besides this, the air force has established forces to visit 

the people living near the various bases, such as the air bases, to have them 
promote understanding and help these people. This is being done in order to 
enhance the work of the civilian sector in the localities. 


As tor outside enemies that may start a war, from what has been seen, there 

are two possible enemies, China and Vietnam. As for China, while it has huge 
combat forces and is capable of attacking northern and northeastern Thailand 
using both ground and air forces, countries that are enemies of China block 

its path. And based on estimates of the present situation and on strategic- 

leve. intelligence reports, which sectors superior to the military have followed, 
it iS mot thought that China will attack Thailand using direct military force. 
Rather, it is thought that China will take political steps to try to get Thailand 
to fight @ proxy war for it against Vietnam and get the Thai military to take 

an interest in Vietnam's military activities. 


AS tor evaluating air capabilities, Vietnam has more aircraft than does the 
Thai air force by a ratio of three to one. But based on an assessment of the 
actual capabilities and the condition [of the aircraft], this ratio is lower. 
but because Thailand's strategic plan emphasizes self-defense and because 
Thailand has to purchase its aircraft and equipment, unlike Vietnam, which 
hes deployed its forces in an offensive posture and which receives weapons 
tree, Thailand is at a disadvantage numerically. But qualitatively, the Thai 
sic force is very capable of defending the country. For example, the F-5E 

jet tighter that Thailand uses has greater capabilities than the Mig 21 used 
by Vietnam. 


Besides this, concerning Thailand's advance warning system, that is, its radar 
tem, athough it is not in place everywhere and is in some places blocked 
by the natural terrain, it is adequate to provide warnings in the important 


ireas such as the cities, populated areas, factories, communications routes 
and military installations. If an enemy decides to attack by air, its aircrait 
must fly in at low altitudes to escape detection by radar. This consumes 

much tuel and so the aircraft could not carry a very heavy load and they could 
not operate very far from the border. Thus, Thailand's losses would be reduced 
proportionally. And if the enemy aircraft fly at a high altitude in order 


irry On widespread operations, they would be intercepted immediately. 
The fhail air force has shown its capabilities in intercepting Vietnamese 
aircraft several times already.

There are many people who want the Thai military to increase its strength 
the point where it can serve as an offenseve force in order to force the 
nemy to worry about this so that it will have to take self-defense measures 
and not think about attacking us. Others think that increasing the strength 
of the military, especially by purchasing many offensive-type aircraft, is 
) Great waste of money. Besides this, things also depend on the confidence that 
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the arms dealers have in our ability to maintain their secrets. Thus, using 
lefensive measures by improving our defenses so that they are efficient and 
strong and using [most of the budget! to develop other sectors of the country 
will increase the security of the country, which has limited capabilities 

in expanding its military forces. And in the world today, there is the example 
of those developing countries that are fighting with neighboring countries. 

If they weré€not receiving support from the great powers, they would all go 
bankrupt. For exemple, there is the case of Irag and Iran. Both are going 
bankrupt. After Israel invaded Lebanon, it had to rely on the United States 
for help. Thus, using a defensive military strategy with the goal of halting 
the enemy and building up domestic strength is the proper strategy for Thailand. 


However, the Thai military cannot separate itself completely from foreign 
military support. For example, on his recent trip to the United States, General 
Saiyut Koetphon, the supreme commander, agreed in principle to joint planning. 
The United States will provide Thailand with sufficienm weapons as ordered 

by Thailand in the event that Thailand is invaded. Or concerning [|Thailand‘s|) 
allies in Asean, even though there is no formal military agreement, the frequent 
yOint military exercises on a bilateral basis have helped cement relations 

and paved the way for waging war jointly if necessary. And there has been 
unofficial talk that if Thailand is invaded, Asean will send weapons and war 
materials in support. This is because these countreis are well aware of the 
fact that they will not survive if Thailand falls. 


Although the Hope is For Peace, How Prepared Is the Air Force? 


Based on the strategy of se \f-defense, which is suited to the economic strength 
and manpower capabilities of a developing country, the air force has readied 
sufficient modern aircraft to defend the country. And being prepared on other 
fronts, such a8 improving the capabilities of the personnel, is just as important 
as having good weapons. 


As for pilots, besides turning out pilots in sufficient numbers so that there 
are pilots available for the private sector, the air force is carrying on 
training in order to improve the capabilities of the pilots. For example, 
pilots were sent to participate in the “Cope Thunder” exercises in the Philippines, 
which is the air combat training grounds of the United States. These were 

the most up-to-date exercises in the world since they closely resembled actual 
combat, with officials from all sectors coordinating things. The Thai air 
force is allowed to send 20 pilots and 80 regional officials to participate 

in the exercises every year in accord with the Manila Agreement. Those who 
participate in these exercises have the best [simulated] combat experience 
possible. 


The air force is of necessity engaged in activities concerning engines and 
equipment. The Officers School has trained officers to be ready to undertake 
engineering tasks mainly and has improved the curriculum to such an extent 
that the Committee In Change of Overseeing the Engineering Profession has 
approved the curriculum, 
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Self-Reliance 


Besides this, there is a program for producing aircraft ourselves. Besides 
helping to train experts, this will provide the government with more aircraft 
at a low price. In the past, the air force produced aircraft by using the 
designs for existing foreign aircraft, such as the Air Force 1 to the Air 
Force 4. But the Air Force 5 is an aircraft that was designed by the air force 
itself. It is expected to be test flown next year. But the only purpose in 
producing the Air Force 5 is to provide training for air force engineers. 

In actual production, the air force has purchased copyright to the Fantrainer 
training aircraft from the German RFB (Rhein Flugzeugbau) [company]. This 

is an ultramodern training aricraft. The propeller is concealed in the body 
and this decreases air resistance. Thus, it is more efficient than other aircraft 
of similar size. This aircraft will go into production in 1984. The air force 
expects that when sufficient expertise has been gained in producing this type 
of trainer aircraft, this aircraft may be upgraded to a light-combat aircraft. 


Besides the program to produce aircraft itself, the air fOrce is purchasing 
aircraft from abroad and modifying them for greater use. For example, originally 
we had armed DC-3 and AU-23 Peacemaker aircraft. Later on, we purchased Nomad 
@ircraft, which are a general-purpose type aircraft. Shortly afterward, we 

armed them and used them in place of the older aircraft that had to be taken 

out of service. 


Besides this, the air force has developed its own missiles by producing its 
own propellant, which is a basic material in producing missiles. This has 
enabled the air force to produce “Hao Fa" and “Hao Fi” missiles, which are 
now in the devlopment stage and which will later go into production. The air 
force has many weapons that it made itself. For example, there are severai 
types of explosives that the air force stopped purchasing a long time ago 
Since it can now produce them itself. 


As for high-technology weapons that we cannot produce ousselves, we must still 
purchase such weapons. At present, the air force has purchased a number of 
Blow Pipe ground-to-air missiles. This is a weapon that proved to be highly 
efficient in the Falkland Islands war. 


Coordinating the activities of the three armed services: In addition to the 
usual joint exercises with the other services that are conducted in order 

to practice coordinating activities and correct weaknesses in joint combat, 

the three armed services have held joint exercises for the cadets and staff 
officers of each of the armed services in order to enable those officers who 
will be the brains of the military to get to know each personally and to allow 
them to work together in suppressing terrorists in the CPT. This is training 
im joint combat and in arranging the light weapons and communications system 
ot the Thai military in the new age. There is a joint-service arms purchasing 
committee, which has resulted in the three armed services using the same type 
ot weapons, for example the HK-33 and M-16. This has enabled them to support 
each other more easily. All these things have helped ensure greater cooperation 
in combat. 
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Besides this, the commanders in chief and chiefs of staff of the armed services 
hold joint conferences every month. This was initiated by the supreme commander. 
This will promote greater coordination of activities between the air force 

and the otehr services. In particular, changing the structure of Supreme Command 
Headquarters by having the commanders in chief of the armed services serve 

as deputy supreme commanders will help the armed services and Supreme Command 
Headquarters coordinate things more quickly. 


The air force is ready to accept the concept of total defense: Because a 
modern war is not a war just between opposing militaries but rather national 
war, because the combat forces of neighboring countries like Vietnam are much 
stronger and because Thailand cannot expand its combat forces without creating 
problems for other sectors, Thailand's defense strategy is to find another 
force instead, with this other force being the people. 


The criterion of total defense is the use of all types of forces to oppose 
an enemy offensive. And the most important force is the people, who must be 
trained, readied and given duties. The air force has accepted this principle 
and has trained some of the people in the areas near air force bases. The 
next project is to select reservists for training with units in which they 
once served. They will be trained in actual operations in order to review 
things. For exampie, pilots will train for 20 days and will actually fly aircraft. 
Engineers and infantrymen must train until they are combat ready too. In 
calling up people for training this time, the air force will try to arrange 
things so as to inconvenience people in their [civilian] work as little as 
possible. This will be done by having people who have vacations at about the 
same time come to receive training in successive groups. 


Besides this, there are plans to train students in air force subjects. And 
it has been stipulated that "Territorial Defense” students who are studying 
engineering will be allowed to receive training at air force plants. All of 
this is just the beginning in implementing the total defense strategy. 


In conclusion, even though the air force is small as compared with that of 
Vietnam, it has the capabilities and is ready to counter any enemy offensive 
efficiently. Besides this, there are plans to develop the capabilities of 
various sectors in order to achieve greater self-reliance. And when this is 
added to the total defense strategy initiated by the supreme commander, this 
will strike fear in the enemy and we will be able to preserve our independence.

ADVANTAGES, DISADVANTAGES OF ELECTORAL POSSIBILITIES WEIGHED

[Article: “The Advantages and Disadvantages of Four Electoral Possibilities”] 
[Text] The separate-zone, Single-number type election: 


Advantages: 1. Each election zone has a single respresentative.This is the 
most democratic type of election. 


2. There are advantages in seeking votes because each representative has an 
appropriate area to campaign. They can meet the people and learn about the 
problems of the area better. This also allows the people to get to know their 
representatives. 


3. This is in accord with the parliamentary principle of having the voters 
elect one slate. 


4. It is easy to elect the best person in that zone, and capable people have 
a strong chance of being elcted. 


Disadvantages: 1. The regions must ve divided into many small zones. This 
makes it necessary to spend much money in preparing for the elections and 
in arranging locations and equipment. 


2. There is a great chance that the government that is later formed will be 
a coalition government. 


3. The political party system, the parliament and the government may not be 
strong. 


4. The joint-zone, joint-number type election (the type of election called 
for by the present constitution): 


Advantages: 1. The political party system is strong because the political 
parties law, the constitution and the election law are all in accord with 
each other. It is stipulated that the candidates must belong to a political 
party. And the election must be a joint-zone type election. 
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2. If a large political party wins many seats, that is, if it wins a majority 
of the seats in parliament, it will have a chance to form a government by 
itself. Thus, the government will be able to make policies that all aim the 


Disadvantages: 1. Not all the representatives elected will be good men since, 
in fact, no party can field a slate composed only of good men, particularly 
in zones where there are many representatives. 


N 


The representatives will not be familiar with all the local problems. 


3. The larger the zone, the greater the election expenses will be. Thus, the 
smaller parties and parties with little money are at a disadvantage when this 
form is used. 


4. The people living in the larger provinces will benefit from the state's 
services more than the smaller provinces. In particular, this is a full-slate 
type election. 


5. The law states that representatives must belong to a political party and 
forbids people from withdrawing or transferring. And if a person dies while 
running for election, the election must proceed like that. If that party wins 
the election, a by-election will be held later. This is expensive. 


6. This causes people to become rather permanent enemies. And it will be difficult 
if a coalition government has to be formed in the future since it cannot be 
foreseen for sure whether a party will win a majority of the seats in parliament. 


7. Only about three of the largest political parties with much money will be 
elected to parliament. Most of these parties are parties composed of capitalists 
who do not really hvae the interests of the people at heart. 


8. Yhere are difficulties in finding people to run for election in those provincies 
with more than five representatives. 


The separate-zone, arranged-number type election (like the last election in 
1981): 


Advantages: 1. Candidates do not have to belong to a political party. 


2. The samll parties can field candidates without having to spend large sums 
of money. 


3. The people can elect those from the various parties who are the best candidates 
and who will work for them the most. 


4. The political parties do not have to field the full number of candidates 
in accord with the number of representatives in the zone. 
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They have greater freedom in electing whom they want because it is not 
necessary to elect the entire party slate. 


Disadvantages: 1. There is not as much equality as there should be since each 
zone does not elect an equal number of representatives, with the number ranging 
from one to three in each zone. 

2. There is a great chance of having to form a coalition government. 

3. The MPs do not have to belong to a political party. This may result in 

the parliamentary system and the political parties becoming weaker and not 
growing and parliament may not be very orderly. 


The joint-zone, arranged-number type election: 


Advantages: 1. There is greater freedom in the election. Things are not “crowded” 
as they are when the entire party is elected. 


2. There is a greater chance of electing people who will really work for the 
people than there is in a joint-number type election. 


3. The political parties do not have to field the full number of candidates 
in accord with the number of representatives in the zone. 


Disadvantages: 1. There is still some inequality since some provinces will 
have more representatives than other provinces. 


2. There is a strong possibility of having a coalition government. The political 
party system will not be strong. 


3. Campaigning is difficult in the large and remote zones. It is difficult 
for candidates to meet or get to know the people.

POLL SHOWS POLARIZATION ON SUPPORT FOR STUDENT POLITICAL ACTIVISM

{Article by Sirimana Sattamai: “Results of a Poll On Students: The Student 
Movement In the Eyes of the People] 


[Excerpts] Based on a recent poll by the Phithak Pracha Company Ltd., it was 
learned that more than 90 percent of the students want to play a role in solving 
the country’s problems and bringing about justice in society. (The students 
do not want to study only and use their knowledge to benefit the country only 
after they graduate.) 


On 3 March 1980, General Prem Tinsulanon was chosen prime minister to replace 
General Kriangsak Chamanan. Since then, the students have demonstrated about 
various problems such as the Non Mak Mun affair and the sugar shortage and 
they demonstrated to show their opposition to the government of South Korea. 


The Student Movement In the Eyes of the People 


At present, the students, particularly the student organizations at the various 
institutions, are not very active politically as compared with the time prior 
to 6 October 1976. The research team of the Phithak Pracha Company, which 

was headed by Dr Somchai Rakwichit, conducted a survey on the views of the 
people and students in order to find out what the people's and students’ views 
are on the image of the students, or student movement,and to see if this image 
has improved or whether it is still as bad as ever. During the period i-7 
September 1982, data were collected from 603 students from four universities, 
Kasetsat [KU], Thammasat [TU], Chulalongkorn [CU] and Ramkhamhaeng [RU] 
universities. During the period 13-20 September 1982, data were collected 

from 601 people from every region. 


In conducting this poll, there were sarcastic questions about field marshals 
Thanom and Praphat, who had extended their temrs in office 1 year. The National 
Student Center of Thailand (NSCT) had submitted proposals to the government, 
asking that all nine students be allowed to return to school, that Dr Sak 
Phasukniran be relieved as director-general and that the government draft 

a constitution and put it into effect within 6 months. It turned out that 

the government accepted all these proposals by the NSCT. 
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During the period 6-13 October 1973, the students who were “demanding a constitu- 
tion,” including student leaders, university professors, politicians and news- 
papermen, held a demonstration. They carried posters and distributed leaflets 

ana booklets in order to make the governement promise that it would promulgate 

a constitution as quickly as possible. The police arrested 13 of the demonstrators 
and the government charged them with “engaging in communist activities and 

having plans to topple the government.” It also used Article 17 in order to 
detain the suspects for investigation without having to go through the courts 

in accord with what is just. The NSCT arranged to hold a protest rally with 

large numbers of students and other people participating in the rallv. And 

the NSCT issued an ultimatum to the governmnt demanding that it release uncon- 
ditionally all those arrested by 13 October. 


On 14 October 1973, a clash broke out between the police and the protesters. 
Matters spread and increased in violence to the point where many people were 
killed. After the influential group in the cabinet forced field marshals Thanom 
and Praphat and Colonel Narong Kittikhachon to leave the country, things returned 
to normal. 


It can be seen that the active role played by the students (which will hereafter 
be referred to as the student movement) shows their intention of bringing 

about what is right in society. They were ready to sacrifice even their lives 

to topple the dictatorial powers and open a way for real democracy. These 

things generated confidence and faith among the students and people in general. 
Thus, the student movement received widespread cooperation and support from 

the students and people. Even though those whose interests were adversely 
affected by the activities of the students tried in every way possible to 
destroy and separate the forces of the student movement, particularly by spreading 
rumors that the student movement was composed of leftists and communists, 

they did not succeed because the great majority of the students and people 

were tired of being ruled by dictators, who had been in control for tens of 
years. The student movement was thus able to become the leader in mobilizing 

the students and people to rise up and finally destroy the dictators. 


Role From 14 October 1973 to 6 October 1976 


Atter the events of 14 October 1973 generated an awareness of democracy in 

11 ircles, especially in the student movement, which had received widespread 
acceptance among the students and people as the guardians of the nation's 

and people's interests, the student movement began to take an active interest 
in other problems. For example, it prepared programs to popularize democracy 
in the rural areas, it supported the laborers in their call for an increase 

in wages and benefits and so on. It raised the issue of national independence 
and demonstrated to have the U.S. military bases removed form Thailand. It 
1jso demonstrated over the Mayaguez affair. 


Culturally, the student movement supported artistic and literary activities 

whose goal was to serve the people. Scholarly, or theoretical, books on politics 
were published and distr.a*uted, including books on historical materialism 

and dialectical materialism and Marxist-Leninist books. 
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Role In the Period From 6 October 1976 to the Presert 


The student movement was shattered by the events of 6 October 1976 since the 
various student organizations were disbanded. This forced the NSCT to disband 
too. The many student leaders and other students who escaped arrest fled into 
the jungle and announced that they were joining the struggle of the Communist 
Part of Thailand (CPT). This can be seen from the fact that on 15 August 1977, 
the Voice of the People of Thailand (VOPT) broadcast a resolution issued by 

a conference of former committee members, activities and student representatives 
from various regions on the formationof a new NSCT executive committee to 
replace the old committee, some of whose members had been arrested. The name 

of the new committee was “The National Student Center of Thailand In Conditions 
of Revolutinary War.” 


The students who remained were afraid and did not dare carry on any more political 
activities. They concentrated on their studies. Some groups remained active, 
but they had to carry on activities secretely in small circles and they had 
to be very careful at all times since the government at that time used full 
dictatorial powers and issued laws on threats to society. These gave broad 
powers of arrest to the officials. Thus, the student movement declined into 
& dismal state. Students were forbidden from engaging in various activities. 
Then on 20 October 1977, General Kriangsak Chamanan carried out a coup and 
overthrew the government of Mr Thanin Kraiwichien. He felt that if the Thanin 
government were allowed to continue governing the country, the country would 
not survive. 


After General Kriansak became prime minister, the government began to reduce 
the use of dictatorial power. It announced the implementation of the constitution 
and set elections for 22 April 1978. There was greater democracy at the univ- 
ersities. The students with high political awareness, particularly those who 
had played a role before the events of 6 October 1976, served as the activists 
in restoring various activities at their universities and joined together 

in the form of a student movement in order to carry on activities again. In 
these activities, they tried to glorify the 14 October 1973 and 6 October 

1976 struggles of the student movement. They showed picutres of students being 
attacked and killed in barbaric ways, particularly of the bloody events of 

6 October. In spreading this propaganda, they usually praised those who had 
gone to join the CPT in the jungle. These things caused confusion among the 
students and people concerning just what was being done by passing on the 
intentions behind 14 October 1973 and 6 October 1976 to [the people of] of 
Thailand. In order to study this using an opinion poll format, the people 
interviewed were asked to select one of two views that they felt was the closest 
to the truth. The two views were: 


A. The students in general are sincere toward the country. They have pure 
intentions in their struggle for what is right and just in a real democratic 
way. 
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tudents in general lack experience and so they are open to infiltration 
narm by those who pose a danger to the country, particularly the communists. 
hus, at times, they create problems for the country.

The results were that 45.9 percent of the students chose “A” while 54.1 percent 
hose “BB.” (See total column in Table 1.) Something worth noting is that those 
wt hose choice “A™ the least were the students from Ramkhamhaeng University. 
3 hows that Ramkhamhaeng students have a more negative than positive view 
of the student movement. The thing that confirms the results of this poll 
is the result of the 1982 Ramkhamhaeng studentbody election. In this election,the 
Moral Movement Party, which is a centralist democratic party that opposes 
all forms of dictatorship and that is totally opposed to communism, received 
greater support form the students than did the 7-Faculties Student Party, 
which had headed the Ramkhamhaeng University student association since 1979 


ind which had played a major role in the progressive student movement before 
the events of 6 October 1976. 
As tor the people in general, it can be said that their views were similar 


to those of the students. That is, 46.2 percent Chose "A" while 53.8 percent 
hose “BB.” (See the total column in Table 2.) 


However, in Summary, at present, in the eyes of the majority of students and 
people, the general image of the student movement is not as good as it should 
be. In general, it is felt that the students lack experience, which allows 
them to be infiltrated and harmed easily. Thus, the trend for the majority 

of the students and people is to trust and support the student movement less 


and less if the student movement is unable to prove itself in order to gain 
the acceptance of the students and people in general once again.
